He  was 
a  delightful  visitor,  keenly  interested  in  our  Town  and  its 
people.  We  have  on  display  at  the  Town  Office  a  beautiful 
silver  platter  presented  to  the  residents  from  the  people  of 
Harwich,  England. 

Belatedly,  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Teresa 
Atkins  for  the  hooked  rug  she  made  and  presented  to  the 
Town  last  year.  It  hangs  over  the  fireplace  in  the  Select¬ 
men’s  Office.  It  depicts  the  Town  Seal,  is  beautiful,  unique 
and  admired  by  all. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  continued  the  “open  door” 
policy  whereby  anyone  can  meet  with  the  Board  on  short 
notice. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Board  has  negotiated 
a  tentative  contract  with  the  Harwich  Police  Federation  for 
1971  without  the  use  of  outside  negotiators. 

Under  Article  12  of  the  1970  Warrant,  we  purchased  two 
new  Police  Cruisers.  Under  Article  13,  we  replaced  the  base 
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radio  equipment  at  the  Police  Station.  A  new  pick-up  truck 
was  purchased  for  the  Fire  Department  as  per  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  Article  14. 

Articles  34,  35  and  36  raised,  transferred  and  authorized 
the  completion  of  Route  39. 

Preliminary  hearings  were  held  November  24th  to  lay  out 
private  roads  as  Town  Ways  as  per  instructions  of  Town 
Meeting. 

Under  Article  59  the  Board  purchased  the  land  from  Mr. 
Fernandes  for  Recreational  and  Parking  purposes  adjacent 
to  the  Town  Owned  Beach  on  Long  Pond.  We  want  to  ex¬ 
press  our  thanks  to  Mr.  James  Marceline  and  Mr.  Robert  Our 
for  their  generous  donation  of  labor  and  equipment  for  im¬ 
proving  this  area.  We  have  sponsored  articles  for  your  con¬ 
sideration  this  year  for  continued  improvements  in  this  area. 
Specifically,  fill,  beach  sand  and  the  construction  of  a  Com¬ 
fort  Station.  We  have  also  submitted  an  article  for  a  comfort 
station  at  our  Pleasant  Road  Beach. 

Brooks  Acadeimy  was  painted  in  accordance  with  Article 
67. 


During  the  year  the  Selectmen  have  attended  numerous 
meetings  with  the  Finance  Committee,  Planning  Board,  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board,  Beach  Committee,  Waterways  Committee  and 
other  Town  and  Civic  groups.  We  have  conferred  with  con¬ 
sultants  and  State  officials  with  reference  to  road  programs, 
harbor  improvements,  planning  studies  and  other  projects; 
with  the  purpose  always  in  mind  of  furthering  as  effectively 
as  possible,  the  best  interests,  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
citizens  of  the  Town.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


The  Assessors  as  instructed  in  Article  49  of  the  1970 
Annual  Town  Meeting  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the 
voters  to  have  our  Assessors  field  cards  photographed  and 
put  on  film.  This  work  was  done  by  the  Graphic  Microfilm 
of  New  England,  Inc.  This  firm  has  also  been  engaged  to 
microfilm  the  old  tax  and  assessors  records  as  instructed 
under  Article  50  of  the  1970  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This 
project  should  be  completed  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  services  of  United  Appraisal  Company  was  con¬ 
tinued  to  do  the  field  work,  etc.  for  the  valuation  of  new 
construction,  additions  and  alterations  as  they  have  done 
for  the  past  few  years. 

We  were  very  satisfied  with  the  cooperation  received 
from  the  Wingate  Computing  Service  who  continued  to 
compile  our  tax  bills  and  records.

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Report  of  the  Gas  Inspector 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  1970,  as  in  previous  years,  has  shown  a  large 
increase  in  the  use  of  gas  in  all  types  of  buildings  throughout 
the  Town  of  Harwich. 

The  duties  of  the  Gas  Inspector  has  become  more  time 
consuming  in  enforcing  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State 
Gas  Code.  This  law,  coming  under  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  has  issued  orders  that  all  Campers,  Trailers,  Mobile 
Homes,  and  any  vehicle  using  or  transporting  gas  of  any 
type — also  buildings  storing  the  same — shall  be  inspected.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Wire  Inspector  for  the 
year  1970. 

The  following  inspections  were  made  for  additions  to 
present  wiring,  three  wire  systems  to  replace  old  two  wire 
services,  off  peak  hot  water  meters  and  new  homes  also  tem¬ 
porary  contractors  services  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

All  electrical  work  in  new  additions  and  buildings  re¬ 
quire  three  inspections,  one  for  contractors  temporary  serv¬ 
ice,  roughing  in  and  the  final  when  the  service  is  completed 
and  ready  to  be  connected  to  the  poles  on  the  street. 

When  there  is  any  question  as  to  the  electrical  code  we 
meet  on  the  project  with  the  electrical  contractor. 

All  new  installations  require  100  amp  services. 

All  new  homes  installing  electric  heat  also  homes  con¬ 
verting  to  electrical  heat  require  200  amp  services.

Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee 

(HARWICH  MEMBERS) 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 

Your  committee  met  jointly  with  the  Chatham  members 
and  the  Harwich  Board  of  Health,  and  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  that  for  the  period  of  the  next  five  years  the  for¬ 
mation  of  a  two-town  or  a  three-town  sub-region  would  not 
be  economically  attractive.  At  present,  Chatham  has  an  ade¬ 
quate  site,  and  the  Town  of  Harwich  has  a  fine  new  site  and 
new  equipment. 

The  excellence  of  the  new  Harwich  town  dump  may  ac¬ 
count  for  the  fact  that,  on  two  separate  occasions,  and  fol¬ 
lowing  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
voters  have  voted  down  a  proposal  that  Harwich  contribute 
toward  the  cost  of  a  12-town  regional  refuse  disposal  study 
(Harwich’s  share  being  $1,271.23).  In  spite  of  the  lack  of  any 
financial  contribution  from  Harwich,  your  committee  at¬ 
tended,  and  was  cordially  received  at  many  meetings  of  the 
Barnstable  County  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  Harwich  has  had  the  benefit  of  an  expensive 
study,  with  recommendations,  made  by  a  firm  of  consulting- 
engineers. 

While  the  sanitary  landfill  methods  now  being  used  in 
Harwich  are  quite  satisfactory,  and  acceptable  under  present 
state  law,  different  methods  supposedly  will  have  to  be  used 
at  some  future  time,  for  three  reasons,  namely: 

1.)  More  and  more,  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  like¬ 
lihood  that  buried  refuse  could  eventually  contaminate 
the  underground  water  supplies  of  our  communities,  and 
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2. )  The  predicted  increase  in  solid  waste  production  if  the 

population  growth  continues,  along  with  the  trend  to¬ 
ward  throw-away  containers  and  packaging,  (today,  the 
solid  waste  like  trash,  rubbish  and  garbage  that  each  of 
us  generates  each  day  is  over  5  pounds  per  person.),  and 

3. )  The  much-discussed  “recycling”  or  re-using  of  solid 

waste  will  perhaps  be  an  economic  necessity  some  day. 

We  are  all  aware  that  we  live  in  an  era  of  rapid  tech¬ 
nological  change.  If  and  when  the  now-acceptable  “sanitary 
landfill”  method  of  solid  waste  disposal  is  either  outlawed 
or  is  no  longer  economic  due  to  the  high  cost  of  land,  then 
new  techniques  will  be  used.  Consulting  engineers  recom¬ 
mend  the  consideration  of  a  “volume-reduction”  facility  for 
a  Chatham-Harwich  sub-region  in  1990.  Volume  reduction 
of  solid  waste  can  involve  shredding,  pulverizing,  compaction 
and/or  pyrolysis  (high  heat ..  low  smoke).  No  doubt,  what¬ 
ever  new  technique  is  chosen,  it  will  be  costly,  in  terms  of 
equipment  if  not  in  terms  of  space.  Possibly,  the  method  next 
selected  will  be  economically  feasible  only  if  shared  with  one 
or  two  neighboring  towns.  Since  Dennis  and  Yarmouth  are 
expected  to  form  their  own  sub-regional  refuse  disposal  dis¬ 
trict,  it  does  seem  logical  for  Harwich  to  attempt  to  join  up 
with  Chatham  and/or  Brewster  (if  the  latter  does  not  form 
a  sub-region  with  Orleans)  when  and  if  it  finally  becomes 
cheaper  than  our  present  independent  systems. 

Nowadays,  by  and  large,  all  the  trash  that  goes  to  the 
dump  remains  there.  Our  conjecture  is  that  in  the  future 
the  town  dump  will  be  more  like  a  treatment  or  processing- 
plant,  at  which  the  output  tonnage  will  equal  the  input  ton¬ 
nage,  and  the  only  accumulation  will  be  an  inventory  of  vari¬ 
ous  types  of  material  awaiting  sale,  for  ultimate  re-use  or 
disposition  elsewhere.  Such  a  plant  would  require  a  land  area 
of  only  a  few  acres.  To  overcome  the  objection  that  would 
arise  if  refuse  material  has  to  be  hauled  ‘out-of-town’,  any 
facility  shared  by  two  or  more  towns  might  best  be  located 
astraddle  a  common  boundary  line,  if  feasible.  It  might  be 


good  long-range  planning  to  locate  and  acquire  such  a  small 
site  in  the  next  few  years,  while  vacant  land  is  still  available. 

In  the  light  of  our  present  knowledge  outlined  above,  in 
view  of  the  lack  of  any  urgency  in  the  matter,  and  the  prob¬ 
ability  of  the  development  of  new  technical  solutions  to  solid 
waste  disposal  problems,  it  is  our  recommendation  that  your 
committee  be  discontinued  until  1976.

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Cape  Cod  Regional-Technical 
High  School  Report 


December  31,  1970 

On  May  21,  1970  the  eleven  Cape  Cod  towns  of  Barn¬ 
stable,  Yarmouth,  Dennis,  Brewster,  Harwich,  Chatham, 
Orleans,  Eastham,  Wellfleet,  Truro,  and  Provincetown  con¬ 
ducted  special  town  meetings  to  vote  overwhelmingly  to 
accept  the  legal  agreement  to  establish  a  new  Regional 
Technical  High  School  District.  Shortly  thereafter  each 
moderator  appointed  two  members  to  the  school  committee 
and  our  progress  began. 

The  twenty-two  members  first  assessed  two  methods  for 
creating  the  philosophy  and  specifications  for  the  new 
school,  either  conferring  with  an  educational  consultant  or 
employing  a  superintendent-director.  The  committee  de¬ 
cided  on  the  latter,  and  the  search  began.  After  extensively 
advertising  the  new  position,  the  committee  received  many 
applications.  An  initial  screening  by  the  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Education  took  place;  tests  were  administered, 
and  interviews  were  held.  The  school  committee  unani¬ 
mously  selected  Victor  Mazzarella,  the  director  of  the  Barn¬ 
stable  Vocational  High  School. 

Many  other  choices  were  necessary.  The  legal  counsel 
was  selected  by  naming  Harold  Hayes,  West  Yarmouth;  the 
fiscal  agent,  The  First  National  Bank  of  Cape  Cod;  the  ar¬ 
chitect,  Drummey  Rosane  Anderson,  Newton  Highlands;  the 
treasurer,  Ted  Hicks,  Eastham;  and  the  office  location  until 
the  school  is  built,  Route  28,  Dennisport.  Each  selection  was 
made  after  careful,  time-consuming  investigation. 

Nine  sub-committees  will  serve  the  full  committee  as 
information  gathering  forces.  These  will  work  in  the  areas 
of:  Finance,  Clause  N  Election,  Site  Selection,  Architect 
Negotiation,  Personnel,  Curriculum,  Public  Relations,  Execu- 
time  Matters,  and  Advisory  Committees.  This  last  commit¬ 
tee,  as  each  area  of  the  curriculum  is  selected,  will  appoint 
tradesmen  in  that  area  in  the  district  to  advise  the  super- 
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intendent-director  as  to  the  proper  techniques  and  equip- 
ment  to  be  taught  in  the  new  school. 

Soon  the  full  committee  will  have  its  first  choice  site 
appraised,  surveyed,  and  tested  and  then  will  advertise  by 
brochure  and  newspaper  for  a  Clause  N.  Election.  This  will 
be  the  first  election  of  its  kind  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  An  election  will  take  place  in  each  of  the 
eleven  towns  on  the  same  date  by  written  ballot  in  order 
to  vote  for  the  funds  necessary  to  purchase  the  land  and 
employ  the  architect  to  create  the  working  drawings  for  the 
building. 

We  have  existed  for  seven  months  and  the  twenty-two 
school  committee  members  have  come  to  respect  one  an¬ 
other  and  work  extremely  well  together.  It  has  been  a  worth¬ 
while  experience  and  we  are  happy  to  serve  our  towns  in  this 
manner.

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Report  of  the 

Barnstable  County  Health  Department 


Barnstable  County  Commissioners 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  of  the  Barn¬ 
stable  County  Health  Department  for  the  year  1970. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  has  re¬ 
introduced  two  bills  for  action  in  the  1971  legislative  session. 
House  Bill  207;  “An  act  requiring  local  official  health  agen¬ 
cies  to  ensure  basic  health  services  to  all  persons  within  their 
jurisdiction  and  promoting  the  formation  of  areawide  local 
official  health  agencies.”  House  Bill  208;  “An  act  relating  to 
the  reimbursement  of  local  official  health  agencies  for  basic 
health  services.”  These  are  essentially  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  major  focus  is  defining  and  establishing  basic  health 
services  and  ensurance  of  the  availability  and  accessibility  of 
these  services  to  all  persons.  We  recommend  a  study  of  these 
two  bills  which  are  important  to  all  boards  of  health  and 
the  citizens  of  The  Commonwealth. 

The  continued  population  growth  of  Barnstable  County 
continues  to  increase  the  need  and  demand  for  all  health 
services.  The  professional  staff  work  load  has  been  carefully 
evaluated  and  we  shall  make  recommendations  for  employ¬ 
ing  more  assistant  staff  workers,  particularly,  in  the  field  of 
environmental  health. 

Dental  Health 

Dental  Health  Education  continued  to  be  the  program 
emphasis  with  consultation  to  school  and  community  pro¬ 
grams.  Direct  services  such  as  topical  fluoride  and  screening 
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programs  were  limited  to  pre-school  children  and  head  start 
programs.  The  County  Health  Department  continued  partici¬ 
pation  in  the  dental  research  project  with  the  Barnstable 
School  System,  Forsyth  Dental  Center  and  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health  to  study  the  fluoride  content  of 
children’s  teeth  in  a  non-fluoride  area. 

Dental  caries  continues  to  be  a  top  priority  public  health 
problem  and  prevention  is  a  basic  health  need.  We  have  a 
preventive  measure,  Fluoridation,  which  will  dramatically  re¬ 
duce  both  dental  decay  and  dental  bills  —  all  that  is  needed 
is  positive  community  action  by  parents  and  public  officials. 

Environmental  Sanitation 

Never  before  has  the  public  been  so  aware  and  concerned 
about  the  environment.  There  has  been  a  decided  increase 
in  requests  for  consultation  in  all  phases  of  board  of  health 
functions,  and  particularly  in  the  areas  of  land  use,  disposal 
of  sewage  and  solid  wastes,  and  the  protection  of  air  and 
water  resources.  Several  laws  are  now  in  effect  to  safeguard 
these  resources  and  more  studies  and  regulations  can  be 
expected. 

The  routine  surveillance  program  is  influenced  by  the 
continued  steady  growth  in  county-wide  service  programs 
such  as:  licensing  of  28  day  care  centers  for  pre-school  chil¬ 
dren,  the  inspections  of  food  service  establishments,  swim¬ 
ming  pools,  recreational  camps  and  family  tent  sites,  and 
epidemological  field  surveys. 

Social  Service 

The  Medical  Social  Worker  has  continued  to  work  closely 
with  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  County  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  interpretation  to  the 
community  of  the  role  of  the  Medical  Social  Worker  on  the 
Public  Health  Team.  Consultation  has  been  given  to  com¬ 
munity  and  school  nurses,  local  physicians,  Boards  of  Health, 
Hospital  and  Nursing  Home  personnel  and  public  and  private 
agencies.  Over  175  families  in  Barnstable  County  have  been 
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served  with  many  referrals  being  made  to  local  agencies. 
Fifty-five  home  calls  were  made,  with  every  town  on  the  Cape 
visited.  Through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Social  Work¬ 
er,  the  State  Department  of  Education,  and  the  Nauset  Re¬ 
gional  School  Committee,  the  first  pre-school  Nursery  for 
Deaf  Children  between  the  ages  of  2y2  to  5  years  has  opened 
its  doors  at  the  old  Job  Corp  Center  in  Wellfleet  with  5  chil¬ 
dren  registered.  Along  with  the  Director  of  Nursing  at  the 

* 

County  Health  Department  the  Medical  Social  Worker  has 
been  serving  the  handicapped  children  of  the  county  as  act¬ 
ing  Public  Health  Social  Worker  at  the  Hyannis  Crippled 
Children’s  Clinic.  Active  participation  in  many  community 
organizations  has  brought  about  increasing  opportunity  to 
learn  more  about  community  problems  as  they  appear  in 
various  areas  on  the  Cape,  and  it  is  hoped  that  better  coordi¬ 
nation  of  services  to  meet  these  problems  may  be  developed. 

Nursing  Service 

The  scope  of  services  provided  by  the  nursing  director 
and  assistant  director  continues  to  expand,  to  the  point 
where  priorities  of  need  have  to  be  determined. 

I.  Orientation  and  much  assistance  for  the  first  two  years 
of  employment  are  given  to  nurses  newly  employed  in 
town  and  in  public  and  private  schools.  The  custom  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  that  several  part-time  or  full-time  nurses 
are  hired,  rather  than  regionalization  or  extension  of 
service  by  a  qualified  experienced  nurse.  There  are  now 
57  public  health  nurses  working  in  the  county,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  72%  in  the  past  six  years. 

II.  Consultation  to  nursing  organizations  has  increased. 
The  Falmouth  Nursing  Association  is  involved  in  analy¬ 
sis  of  the  services  to  school  and  hospital,  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  of  Central  Cape  Cod  is  expanding  its 
in-service  education  programs  and  extending  service,  the 
School  Nurses  Association  is  exploring  personnel  policies 
and  role  functions,  the  professional  advisory  committees 
for  Home  Health  Agencies  are  beginning  to  develop  pro- 
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cedures  for  the  evaluation  of  their  services,  the  Nursing 
Service  Directors  Committee  is  looking  at  its  responsi¬ 
bility  as  a  spokesman  in  comprehensive  health  planning. 

III.  The  number  of  Headstart  services  and  other  new  day 
care  centers  has  increased;  much  time  has  been  devoted 
to  repetition  of  desired  practices  of  operation,  to  imple¬ 
mentation  of  rules  and  regulations  as  required  by  state 
law,  to  the  arrangements  for  periodic  evaluation  meet¬ 
ings.  There  has  been  extension  and  improvement  of  the 
management  of  services  at  the  lower  Cape  Chest  Clinic 
and  in  services  for  Handicapped  Children.  The  func¬ 
tion  of  a  public  health  nurse  in  a  clinic  setting  is  being 
explored  with  the  intention  of  providing  more  related 
health  education  and  supportive  assistance  to  families 
at  the  clinics  and  in  making  more  meaningful  referrals 
to  public  health  nurses  for  continued  care  at  home. 

IV.  Provision  of  in-service  education  programs  for  public 
health  nurses  has  been  changing.  Agencies  and  hos¬ 
pitals  are  employing  more  supervisors  and  educational 
directors  to  carry  out  this  function.  Our  role  has  been  to 
advise  and  coordinate,  and  to  provide  those  programs 
which  would  have  interest  to  the  majority  and  which 
are  based  on  documented  need.  We  are  continuing  with 
the  aim  of  strengthening  maternal  and  child  health 
services.  When  appropriate  we  indicate  our  current  fo¬ 
cus  to  other  agencies  which  provide  programs  for  groups 
of  nurses.  The  sharing  of  library  and  audio-visual  ma¬ 
terials  by  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  and  the  hos¬ 
pitals  and  agencies  will  increase  the  resources  avail¬ 
able  to  public  health  nurses. 

V.  After  reveiwing  plans  proposed  for  this  past  year,  we 
find  that  many  are  on-going  and  will  continue  to  be  car¬ 
ried  on.  The  one  which  has  been  difficult  to  develop  is 
the  basic  one  of  studying  the  “effectiveness  of  super¬ 
vision”  as  offered  to  nurses  in  Home  Health  Agencies  and 
schools.  More  thought  as  to  the  implementation  of  this 
goal  will  be  needed.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  .Selectmen 
and  the  People  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  Veterans’ 
Services.  The  office  operates  under  the  provisions  of  Chap¬ 
ter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  directives 
issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans’  Services  in  Boston. 

Frequently  our  work  commences,  where  justified,  with 
emergency  aid  to  the  veteran  or  his  dependents.  Then  be¬ 
gins  a  long  process  of  paper  work  for  a  determination  of 
what  state  and  federal  benefits  are  entitled.  These  may 
include  compensation,  pension,  aid  and  attendance,  etc., 
and  each  possibility  is  explored,  including  social  security 
and  unemployment  compensation,  so  that  the  burden  on 
the  town  may  be  lessened  and  that  the  veteran  and  his 
family  may  receive  all  the  benefits  to  which  his  or  her 
service  has  entitled  them.  Frequently,  the  veteran  seeks 
assistance  and  advice  on  such  matters  as  educational  bene¬ 
fits,  home  loans,  insurance  changes,  state  bonus,  or  medical 
or  dental  care.  This  office  works  closely  with  state  agencies 
and  with  the  regional  VA  offices  in  both  Providence  and 
Boston  as  well  as  with  their  excellent  hospitals.  With  the 
cooperation  of  doctors,  we  frequently  obtain  a  veteran’s  ad¬ 
mission  to  a  VA  hospital  or  approved  nursing  home. 

Effective  January  1,  1971,  in  the  interests  of  increased 
efficiency  the  Orleans  office  (which  serves  Orleans,  East- 
ham  and  Brewster)  is  combined  with  the  larger  office  in 
Brooks  Academy,  Harwich.  It  is  open  from  8:30  a.m.  to  4 
p.m.,  Mon.-Fri.,  and  the  phone  is  432-1045.  The  office  is 
staffed  by  Veterans’  Agent  Francis  P.  Burling  and  Adminis¬ 
trative  Assistant  Emma  T.  Ball. 
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We  appeal  to  all  of  you  to  write  to:  Ton  Due  Thang, 
President,  Democratic  Republic  of  Vietnam,  Hanoi,  North 
Vietnam.  Ask  simply  that  prisoners  of  war  be  treated  hu¬ 
manely  and  in  accord  with  the  Geneva  Convention.  Airmail 
is  25c  or  you  may  use  an  air  sheet,  on  sale  at  all  post  offices 
for  15c.  It  is  important.

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Report  on  Cape  Cod  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

Harwich,  Massachusetts 

During  1970  the  Commission  has  recommended  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  plan  for  Cape  Cod,  the  objectives  of  which  are: 

1.  to  provide  approximately  600  new  jobs  annually  for  the 
graduates  of  Cape  Cod’s  high  schools  and  those  Cape 
Cod  young  people  who  wish  to  return  to  the  Cape  after 
completing  their  higher  education. 

2.  Raise  the  per  capita  income  of  Barnstable  County  to 
that  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

3.  To  stabilize  the  real  estate  tax  rate. 

The  Commission  believes  that  by  attaining  the  goals  men¬ 
tioned  above  a  number  of  economic  and  social  problems  can 
can  be  relieved. 

From  the  latest  information  available  it  appears  that: 

39.8%  of  Cape  Cod’s  households  have  cash  incomes  of 
$5,000  or  less.  In  Massachusetts  only  24.3%  of  the 
families  find  themselves  in  this  position. 

Public  assistance  costs  in  1969  were  nearly  five  and  a 
half  million. 

Payments  of  unemployment  compensation  were 
$1,300,000. 

Local  governments  including  the  County  have  a  per 
capita  debt  of  $404.00  compared  to  that  in  the  State  of 
$171.00. 

The  total  debt  being  $35,814,000.00. 

Excessive  unemployment  and  underemployment  con¬ 
tinues. 

We  are  told  that  there  is  a  high  incidence  of  mental 
health  problems. 

To  achieve  these  goals,  the  Commission  is  preparing  inform¬ 
ation  comparing  the  relative  importance  of  the  existing  “ex¬ 
port”  industries  as  respects  jobs  and  income.  With  this  in- 
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formation,  the  Commission  will  recommend  plans  to  expand 
the  “exporter  basic  industries”  and  to  discover  possible  new 
and  better  uses  for  the  Cape  assets. 

It  has  been  recommended  that  all  towns: 

1.  act  to  reduce  strip  zoning  and 

2.  revise  subdivision  regulations 

(a)  provide  for  density  zoning 

(b)  require  on-site  sewerage  disposal 

(c)  attempt  uniform  regulations  for  the  installation 
of  public  utilities 

The  Commission’s  staff  is  working  to  determine  the  lo¬ 
cation  and  number  of  persons  now  unemployed  or  underem¬ 
ployed  and  their  capabilities,  mentally  and  physically,  of  be¬ 
ing  retrained  for  local  job  opportunities. 

The  Commission  believes  that  information  must  be  ob¬ 
tained  as  quickly  as  possible  of  the  numbers  of  acres  of  land 
that  may  be  available  for  development.  It  is  also  seeking  lo¬ 
cations  for  new  marinas  that  will  not  adversely  effect  the 
environment. 

It  is  also  seeking  information  that  will  help  preserve  its 
mineral  deposits  for  future  use  such  as  sand,  gravel  and 
boulders,  and  it  is  hopeful  that  the  Towns  will  accept  its 
recommendations  as  respects  “multiple  use”  areas  that  will 
provide  for  wildlife,  the  protection  of  mineral  deposits,  sani¬ 
tary  methods  of  solid  waste  disposal,  include  water  supply 
and  storage  and  sanitary  sewerage  disposal  and  reforesta¬ 
tion. 

Methods  for  providing  for  solid  waste  disposal  have  been 
completed  this  year  and  the  information  is  contained  in  a 
report  made  by  the  Barnstable  County  Regional  Refuse  Dis¬ 
posal  Planning  Committee. 

Water  supply  and  sewerage  disposal  recommendations 
are  contained  in  a  comprehensive  report  prepared  by  the 
Commission. 

A  traffic  operation  study  which  has  determined  methods 
for  dealing  with  a  variety  of  congested  traffic  intersections 
by  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  has  maintained  its  association  with  Re¬ 
gion  VII,  Comprehensive  Health,  Inc.  to  solve  health  prob- 
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lems.  It  has  submitted  nine  reports  to  the  Federal  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  Department  as  follows:

It  has  been  assisted  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Community  Affairs.  The  Commission’s  work  with  the  Eco¬ 
nomic  Development  Administration  has  resulted  in  an  on¬ 
going  program  to  gather  information  concerning  the  County’s 
basic  industries. 

It  has  participated  with  the  Office  of  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Planning  and  the  Fisherman’s  Cooperative  Industry, 
Inc.  of  Provincetown  and  assisted  them  in  preparing  a  re¬ 
quest  for  a  technical  assistance  grant  that  will  determine 
what  is  needed  to  strengthen  and  maintain  one  of  the  Cape’s 
traditional  export  industries.  In  the  course  of  this  work  it 
has  conferred  with  the  Chatham  Fisherman’s  Cooperative. 

It  has  assisted  the  Town  of  Bourne’s  Overall  Economic 
Development  Program  in  obtaining  a  technical  assistance 
grant  to  determine  what  must  be  done  to  provide  more  jobs 
and  income  in  the  Town. 
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Through  its  Otis  Air  Force  Base  Study  Committee,  the 
Commission  has  developed  a  policy  that  opposes  the  use  of 
Otis  as  a  commercial  international  jetport. 

The  Commission  has  met  monthly  to  guide  and  direct 
the  staff  toward  goals  that  will  benefit  all  the  citizens  of 
the  County.  The  Commission  expresses  its  appreciation  to 
County  officials  who  have  cooperated  in  the  Commission’s 
work  and  the  many  State  and  Federal  officials  who  have 
been  of  assistance. 

The  Commission’s  Executive  Committee  has  given  a  great 
deal  of  time  to  preparing  suggested  policies  and  has  dealt 
extensively  with  the  administration  of  the  Commission’s  af¬ 
fairs.

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Town  Government  Study  Commission  Report 


The  Town  Government  Study  Commission  was  created 
under  Article  102  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  of 
1969.  The  article  was  as  follows: 

“To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Moderator 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5)  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich  to  study  any  and  all  methods  of  im¬ 
proving  and  strengthening  the  structure  and  operation 
of  the  Town  government  including  the  election  of  a 
Charter  Commission  as  provided  by  the  Constitution 
and  to  bring  in  on  or  before  October  1,  1969  a  report 
of  their  findings  together  with  whatever  recommen¬ 
dations  they  may  wish  to  make.  Said  committee  to 
serve  without  compensation,  and  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for 
necessary  expenses  and  to  act  full  thereon.  By  request 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.” 

After  the  moderator  had  appointed  the  committee  of  five 
members  who  are  as  follows,  in  alphabetical  order:

an  organizational  meeting  was  held  on  July  29,  1969  and 
William  R.  Marion  was  elected  Chairman  and  William  K. 
Craig  was  elected  Secretary.  Mrs.  Judith  Craig  was  also  em¬ 
ployed  at  this  time  to  assist  the  Secretary  in  keeping  the 
records  of  the  meetings. 

At  this  meeting,  the  Selectmen  were  invited  to  partic¬ 
ipate.  A  long  discussion  was  had  with  all  three  Selectmen 
and  members  of  the  Committee  as  to  what  areas  should  be 
studied;  what  departments  to  be  called  in  for  hearing;  what 
order  we  should  follow  and  what  areas  other  than  our  present 
form  of  town  government  should  be  investigated.  This  meet¬ 
ing  was  most  helpful  and  from  then  on  we  scheduled  some 
dozen  or  more  meetings  with  various  departments  and  com¬ 
mittee  heads  throughout  the  fall  and  into  early  winter.  We 
solicited  recommendations  and  suggestions  from  department 
heads  and  were  helped  considerably  by  the  remarks  and 
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recommendations  that  were  made  from  time  to  time  both 
verbally  and  in  writing.  We  set  up  an  agenda  to  follow  as  a 
general  outline  with  each  group. 

First,  the  Committee’s  purpose  was  explained  to  those 
meeting  with  us  and  then  through  either  a  presentation  by 
the  department  which  we  were  studying  or  by  a  “question 
and  answer”  period,  we  went  into  the  operation  and  function 
of  the  department,  personnel,  equipment,  and  present  and 
future  needs  and  plans.  Under  personnel,  we  learned  about 
ratings,  pay  and  working  conditions.  Under  equipment  we 
went  into  the  type  and  condition  of  it.  We  also  went  into 
the  condition  of  the  quarters  the  various  departments  oc¬ 
cupied.  We  would  then  discuss  the  relationship  this  depart¬ 
ment  had  with  other  departments,  i.  e.  the  Personnel  Board 
with  the  Selectmen,  etc.  We  did  discuss  in  some  detail  their 
feelings  as  to  how  their  problems  were  being  handled.  We 
would  discuss  and  obtain  their  views  on  Civil  Service  and 
their  opinions  as  to  combining  one  department  with  another, 
i.  e.  a  Department  of  Public  Works  or  a  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  We  would  discuss  other  forms  of  town  government 
such  as  Town  Manager,  Executive  Secretary,  or  Charter  Form. 
We  asked  for  their  suggestions  as  to  improvements  that 
might  be  made  not  only  in  their  departments  but  in  other 
departments  they  might  be  related  to  in  order  to  have  an 
end  result  of  a  more  efficient  form  of  Town  Government. 

We  met,  after  our  first  meeting  with  the  Selectmen, 
again  with  them  and  discussed  their  broad  powers  as  to  ap¬ 
pointments  of  department  heads.  We  discussed  the  fact  that 
they  are  licensing  authorities;  must  decide  all  fees;  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  Town  Meetings  (organizing  and  preparing  arti¬ 
cles);  approval  of  budgets  of  appointed  personnel  as  well  as 
the  annual  budget;  all  printed  reports;  bond  issues;  labor 
negotiations;  initiating  action  on  Town  Meeting  votes  and 
carrying  them  out;  and  meeting  with  Department  heads  in 
areas  where  they  need  assistance,  i  The  Chairman  added  that 
the  Selectmen  as  Assessors  oversee  the  updating  of  maps,  the 
evaluation  of  property;  are  responsible  for  defending  the  as¬ 
sessment  and  keeping  the  records;  the  transfer  of  title  and 
processing  of  abatements  or  exemptions  and  setting  the  tax 
rate.  We  discussed  the  work  of  the  United  Appraisal  Com¬ 
pany  as  to  whether  or  not  this  work  was  satisfactory.

We  discussed  the  over-lapping  of  responsibilities  (which 
we  found  in  many  departments)  of  health  and  sanitary  regu- 
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lations,  at  the  beaches  controlled  by  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Committee  and  the  beaches  controlled  by  the  Selectmen. 

Another  meeting  was  held  with  the  Selectmen  wherein 
we  delved  further  into  the  processes  and  procedures  of  the 
licensing  authorities  —  which  the  Selectmen  are.  We  dis¬ 
cussed  the  Building  Inspector’s  position,  certain  phases  of  the 
zoning  by-law  and  the  building  code.  We  discussed  the  bind 
that  the  Selectmen  and  all  departments  were  getting  into  be¬ 
cause  of  the  population  increase  and  the  present  zoning  and 
building  by-laws  which  are  not  keeping  pace  with  the  times. 
We  discussed  the  Town  Counsel  at  great  length,  his  duties, 
his  fees  and  expenses,  and  the  amount  of  time  required  of  his 
services.  (In  practically  every  meeting  we  had  with  a  depart¬ 
ment  or  a  department  head,  we  found  the  Town  Counsel  set¬ 
up  at  best  is  inadequate,  costly,  slow  and  most  unsatisfac¬ 
tory).  We  also  discussed  with  the  Selectmen  their  recommen¬ 
dations  as  to  suggestions  and  changes  to  create  a  better  town 
government. 

We  met  with  the  Superintendent  and  members  of  the 
Highway  Department.  We  discussed  something  that  has  been 
a  sore  spot  for  a  long  tme  and  that  is  the  relationship  be¬ 
tween  the  Water  Department  and  the  Highway  Department 
and  we  were  informed  that  the  two  departments  were  getting 
along  better  since  they  had  come  to  some  conclusions  as  to 
requirements  of  each  department  when  they  were  on  the 
same  job  and  they  were  now  enjoying  a  voluntary  exchange  of 
equipment  between  departments  without  charge.  A  good  deal 
of  our  discussion  concerned  the  establishment  of  a  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  in  the  Town.  It  was  the  feeling  of  the 
Superintendent  and  his  foreman  that  this  would  be  a  gross 
mistake  for  a  town  of  this  size  inasmuch  as  he  felt  that  we 
were  not  of  such  a  size  at  this  time  to  make  it  economical  and 
practical. 

We  met  with  the  Water  Department  and  learned  of  its 
history  and  long  range  programs.  We  discussed  both  private¬ 
ly-owned  and  town-owned  systems  of  operation.  We  tested 
their  feelings  as  to  their  relationship  with  the  Highway  De¬ 
partment.  We  questioned  them  as  to  a  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  it  was  their  opinion  that  one  was  not  needed  at 
this  time.  We  discussed  a  Purchasing  Agent  for  the  entire 
Town  (as  we  had  with  other  departments),  we  discussed  the 
Town  Counsel  situation,  Town  Engineer  situation  and  it  was 
felt  by  them  that  improvements  could  be  made  in  the  field 
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of  the  Town  Counsel,  Town  Engineer  and  the  Personnel 
Board.  (Not  referring  to  the  personalities  involved  but  the 
functions  and  efficiencies  as  well  as  the  scope  of  their  work) . 

We  next  met  with  the  Cemetery  Commission  and  imme¬ 
diately  after  them  with  the  Police  Department.  We  found 
that  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  felt  that  there  was  a  defi¬ 
nite  need  for  more  land  for  cemetery  use  in  this  Town.  They 
also  felt  they  did  not  wish  to  combine  with  any  other  depart¬ 
ment,  did  not  want  to  come  under  a  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  they  had  no  recommendations  as  to  any  improve¬ 
ments.  They  felt  their  department  was  functioning  excel¬ 
lently  and  needed  no  changes. 

As  to  the  Police  Department,  we  found  the  problems  here 
seemed  to  be  the  acquiring  of  enough  man-power  and  the 
difficulties  which  had  been  incurred  by  adopting  Civil  Service. 
This  department  was  not  interested  in  consolidating  with  the 
Fire  Department  and  suggested  the  Fire  Department  was  not 
equipped  to  handle  police  problems  and  the  police  were  not 
equipped  to  handle  Fire  Department  problems.  They  felt  that 
the  Personnel  Board  was  doing  its  job  but  should  be  allowed 
more  leeway  in  making  individual  decisions. 

The  Fire  Department  was  studied  and  the  Committee 
went  into  their  operation  at  some  length  in  learning  about 
its  personnel  and  the  pay  of  the  various  firemen  in  their 
various  categories.  We  discussed  the  advantages  and  disad¬ 
vantages  of  Civil  Service,  the  Personnel  Board,  the  coopera¬ 
tion  with  other  departments.  When  questioned  about  a  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Safety,  the  Chief  said  that  he  had  never 
considered  it  but  thought  that  the  department  was  function¬ 
ing  at  its  best  with  the  present  facilities  and  budget  that  he 
had.  We  discussed  other  forms  of  government  for  the  Town 
and  we  feel  that  this  time  in  our  meetings  we  could  come  to 
some  of  the  same  conclusions  that  department  heads  had 
already  suggested  to  us.  One  especially  would  be  that  the 
duties  of  the  Selectmen  have  increased  to  such  a  degree  that 
they  can  not  adequately  handle  all  of  the  problems  that  now 
will  and  can  come  before  them  in  the  future. 

The  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  met  next  with  us. 
They  merged  on  August  20th  and  this  merger  was  then  only 
two  months  old  but,  we  are  sure  that  it  appeared  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  that  this  was  a  “happy  marriage”  of  these  two  depart¬ 
ments  and  that  these  two,  now  merged,  would  function  more 
efficiently  than  they  had  independently.  We  discussed  their 
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personnel  program  as  to  the  hiring  of  summer  help  and  the 
discrepancy  of  the  pay  scale  for  the  life-guards  hired  by  the 
Recreation  Commission  and  those  hired  by  the  Selectmen.  We 
discussed  the  various  programs  presently  in  force  and  those 
they  would  like  to  consider  in  the  future,  such  as  winter  rec¬ 
reational  programs  for  all  groups.  We  learned  from  them  too 
that  the  supervision  and  jurisdiction  of  the  beaches  and  rec¬ 
reational  areas  should  be  consolidated  under  one  department. 

We  met  with  the  Finance  Committee  and  received  from 
them  recommendations  as  to  improvement  in  town  govern¬ 
ment  as  follows:  The  hiring  of  a  Town  Counsel  to  work  ex¬ 
clusively  for  the  town;  all  legal  fees  should  be  brought  under 
one  article  for  the  town’s  benefit;  all  monies  paid  to  town 
employees  should  be  published  in  the  Warrant;  something 
should  be  done  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  Master  Plan 
Study  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board.  To  date,  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  has  ignored  any  suggestions  of  the  M.  P.  C.  C.  and 
no  one  has  contacted  Metcalf  &  Eddy  for  explanation  of  exist¬ 
ing  recommendations;  a  DPW  should  be  set  up  eventually, 
but  consolidation  of  more  departments  was  definitely  sug¬ 
gested;  the  success  of  the  Park  &  Recreation  Commission  was 
cited;  areas  where  the  town  might  benefit  from  increased 
revenue  were  suggested;  (a)  charging  for  the  use  of  White- 
house  Field  —  it  costs  the  town  approximately  $222.00  to  have 
a  ball  game,  (b)  road  costs  bid  per  mile  or  per  yard  instead  of 
the  present  tonnage  bids  which  waste  money,  (c)  using  the 
grader  to  capacity  (d)  filtering  real  estate  people  who  come 
to  the  town  office,  to  release  secretaries  for  more  pressing 
duties.  The  possibility  of  an  assistant  assessor  or  separate 
Board  of  Assessors  was  discussed. 

We  went  into  the  matter  of  the  new  Harbor  and  the 
Finance  Committee  admitted  that  this  is  going  to  involve 
problems  not  only  in  maintenance  but  in  operation  as  well. 
They  felt  that  we  must  have  more  help  in  the  Engineering 
Department  inasmuch  as  this  position  as  well  as  that  of  Town 
Counsel  is  being  over-worked  and  over-burdened  with  more 
and  more  work  being  presented  to  them.  They  felt  that  we’re 
not  ready  for  a  DPW  and  as  far  as  different  forms  of  town 
government  were  concerned,  they  first  preferred  our  present 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  secondly,  an  Executive  Secretary 
type,  and  lastly,  a  Town  Manager  form. 

The  Planning  Board  was  next  on  the  agenda  and  their 
duties  and  work  were  explained  fully.  The  two  closest  affilia- 
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tions  with  other  departments  are  to  the  Town  Counsel  and 
the  Town  Engineer.  The  Town  Counsel  has  been  required  for 
frequent  consultations  on  headwaters  problems  and  although 
rather  slow  on  rendering  opinions,  has  made  himself  readily 
available  to  the  Board.  It  was  everyone’s  opinion  that  a  full 
time  Town  Counsel  would  be  both  expensive  and  difficult  to 
obtain,  but  is  desirable.  The  Town  Engineer  originated  with 
the  Planning  Board.  Until  his  inception,  engineering  prob¬ 
lems  had  been  submitted  to  the  Highway  Department.  All 
plans  are  immediately  turned  over  to  the  Engineer  and  he 
is  consulted  on  the  site  inspections  regarding  drains,  roads, 
etc.  The  Town  Engineer  is  also  over-worked  and  could  bene¬ 
fit  from  an  assistant  to  handle  routine  matters.  They  favored 
the  present  form  as  being  the  best  adapted  for  the  town. 

The  Personnel  Board  was  met  with  and  presented  to  us 
how  the  Board  operates  and  the  inadequacies  and  loop-holes 
they  are  presently  forced  to  work  with  in  the  system.  Some 
of  the  departments  would  like  more  freedom  in  determining 
their  own  pay  scale  but  they  felt  that  the  problems  as  they 
were  handled  through  department  heads  and  employees  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  acceptance  of  the  regulations  and  decisions  of 
the  Board  without  too  much  disagreement.  Other  forms  of 
government  were  discussed  and  a  Town  Manager  form  was 
the  least  favored. 

The  Committee  did  not  meet  with  the  School  Committee 
inasmuch  as  there  is  little  or  no  control  over  them  since  they 
are  governed  by  statute.  We  did  not  meet  with  all  the  ap¬ 
pointed  heads  of  the  Town  but  we  feel  that  we  met  with 
enough  of  the  Boards  and  Committees  in  order  to  give  some 
recommendations  as  a  result  of  our  findings. 

Our  Committee  makes  the  following  general  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  Town: 

A  full  time  counsel  should  be  hired  by  the  Town.  More 
and  more  legal  problems  wiill  arise  as  the  Town  grows.  Spe¬ 
cialists  in  such  fields  as  labor  relations  may  also  need  to  be 
hired  when  the  situation  warrants. 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  should  have  legal  assist¬ 
ance  in  getting  perpetual  care  disbursements  to  assist  in 
cemetery  care. 

The  Police  Department  should  have  some  specialization. 
One  officer  should  serve  as  prosecutor,  another  to  be  desig- 
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nated  as  juvenile  officer,  another  as  narcotics  agent.  There 
should  be  one  or  two  detective  grades  authorized.  Pay  incre¬ 
ments  should  be  adjusted  to  allow  for  prior  experience  in  this 
or  other  police  departments. 

The  Fire  Department  should  have  a  small  sub-station 
elsewhere  in  town.  One  small  truck,  no  personnel  on  duty  — 
volunteer  firemen  to  be  responsible  for  this  station. 

The  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  should  have  super¬ 
vision  of  all  parks,  beaches,  and  town  forest  including  the 
hiring  of  personnel  and  all  allied  activities. 

The  Town  should  have  a  Purchasing  Agent  for  all  com¬ 
mon  types  of  supplies  —  that  is  to  say,  typewriters,  adding 
machines,  tapes,  ribbons,  paper,  cleaning  supplies,  brooms, 
mops,  brushes,  etc.  If  possible  this  should  include  purchases 
for  all  school  departments  in  order  to  capitalize  on  bulk 
purchases. 

We  do  not  believe  a  town  D.P.W.  would  be  beneficial  at 
this  time.  Most  departments  are  cooperating  with  each  other 
and  we  believe  added  cost  would  not  produce  better  results. 
Falmouth  has  a  D.P.W.  and  the  voters  have  voted  to  continue 
it  in  force  after  three  years.  Apparently,  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  —  Highway,  Water,  and  Parks  —  function  better  in 
that  consolidation  in  that  town.  We  believe  that  personnel 
presently  operating  our  departments  will  function  better 
under  the  present  system.  We  believe  that  the  merging  of 
small  departments  and  committees  with  a  common  interest 
will  better  serve  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

Charter  Commissions  have  had  a  difficult  history  on 
Cape  Cod.  Orleans  was  very  sharply  divided  and  failed  to 
approve  the  measure.  Bourne  was  also  sharply  divided  and 
the  measure  failed.  At  the  present  time  it  may  be  coming  up 
for  reconsideration.  Barnstable  has  adopted  a  Charter  Com¬ 
mission  and  the  issue  has  been  very  strained.  A  meeting  to 
consider  matters  for  inclusion  in  the  Charter  brought  out 
only  65  voters  from  the  entire  town.  A  Charter  Commission, 
if  voted,  must  start  anew  with  PROTECTIVE  BY-LAWS,  etc. 
for  the  Town  —  all  those  now  in  force  would  be  null  and  void. 

There  is  a  danger  that  much  desirable  legislation  would 
be  overlooked  or  omitted.  A  Charter  Commission,  if  accepted, 
would  start  with  a  bare  minimum  of  law  and  add  to  it  from 
time  to  time.  We  believe  that  sad  experience  would  discover 
the  very  important  ommissions. 
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We  would  recommend  that  our  present  form  of  govern¬ 
ment  be  retained,  but  that  much  of  the  public  contact  work 
at  the  Town  Office  be  done  by  an  Executive  Assistant  to  the 
Selectmen.  This  administrator  could  probably  handle  the 
great  majority  of  routine  matters  and  questions  and  would 
assure  continuity  despite  changes  in  the  Selectmen  office¬ 
holders. 

We  further  recommend  an  Assistant  Assessor  be  desig¬ 
nated  from  the  present  staff  so  that  the  proper  assistance 
may  be  rendered  in  the  field  of  assessing. 

Access  to  the  public  records  should  be  granted  to  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  Town,  but  Town  personnel  should  not  perform 
unauthorized  work  such  as  searching  the  records,  etc. 

We  believe  that  the  Selectmen  should  devote  their  time 
to  managing  the  affairs  of  the  Town  and  devote  a  minimum 
amount  of  time  to  office  procedures. 

Our  form  of  government  is  excellent.  It  is  up  to  the  vot¬ 
ers  to  provide  strong  leaders,  and  the  result  will  also  be  ex¬ 
cellent.

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  crime  continues  to  increase 
throughout  the  country,  and  Harwich  is  no  exception,  as  is 
shown  by  the  foregoing  figures.  What  we  must  keep  in  mind 
is  the  vast  growth  of  the  town  itself,  especially  in  the  East 
Harwich  and  the  Pleasant  Lake  sections,  which  is  partial  ex¬ 
planation  for  the  growth  of  crime  in  Harwich.  Furthermore, 
being  in  a  summer  resort  area  is  a  feature  which  causes  con¬ 
cern  for  law  enforcement,  principally  due  to  the  traffic  prob¬ 
lems  on  the  highways  in  the  summertime  accounting  for  the 
large  number  of  accidents,  and  the  empty  summer  homes  in 
the  wintertime  becoming  targets  for  persons  intent  on  lar¬ 
ceny.  Being  part  of  the  Cape  Cod  Summer  Resort,  Harwich 
is  gradually  becoming  a  haven  for  irresponsible  pleasure 
seekers.  Narcotic  abuse  is  also  an  area  of  special  and  in¬ 
creasing  involvement  for  law  enforcement  authorities  in 
Harwich.  Although  it  cannot  be  presented  as  a  proven  fact, 
law  officials  are  of  the  firm  belief  that  the  rise  in  the  rate 
of  crime  is  largely  due  to  the  increased  use  of  narcotics,  as 
well  as  alcohol. 

The  Police  Department  has  one  officer  assigned  to  in¬ 
vestigations  and  prosecutions,  and  another  with  part-time 
responsibility  for  drug  abuse  problems.  The  Chief  of  Police 
honestly  feels  that  is  is  indeed  insufficient  coverage  in  these 
instances,  but  with  inadequate  manpower  to  properly  cover 
the  workload  as  he  would  prefer,  he  cannot  do  otherwise. 
However,  at  present  the  Department  is  using  a  LEAPS  (Law 
Enforcement  Agency  Processing  System)  computer  at  Chat¬ 
ham,  with  three  other  towns,  which  facilitates  the  handling 
of  many  critical  situations. 

In  the  area  of  investigations,  Harwich  relies  also  upon 
the  Bureau  of  Criminal  Investigation  for  all  matters  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  lifting  of  latent  fingerprints  and  proper  preserv¬ 
ation  of  physical  evidence.  It  has  its  own  capability  to  take 
(mug  shot)  photographs,  but  relies  upon  BCI  identification 
officers  for  crime  scene  photographs. 

Contingency  planning  for  control  of  gangs  takes  the 
form  of  co-operating  with  neighboring  towns  (Brewster, 
Chatham,  Orleans,  and  Dennis)  to  seal  off  appropriate  areas. 
The  County  Police  Radio  System  is  depended  upon  to  provide 
warning  of  any  such  impending  situations. 
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Special  details  to  private  functions,  such  as  weddings, 
parties,  dances,  and  meetings,  are  provided  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  as  well  as  to  many  public  affairs. 

The  Department  is  also  responsible  for  administering 
and  issuing  licenses  for:  possession  of  weapons,  permits  to 
carry  firearms,  gun  dealers,  bicycles,  and  identification  to 
buy  liquor.  Beach  permits  are  issued  from  the  Police  Sta- 
titon,  but  handled  by  non-police  personnel.  A  part-time  Dog 
Officer  issues  dog  licenses  and  enforces  a  leash  law  which  is 
applicable  from  June  through  August. 

During  this  past  year  this  Department  has  made  a  study 
of  the  traffic  and  parking  problems  in  the  Town  and  hopes 
to  see  the  results  of  their  recommendations  for  improvement 
of  these  hazards.

Plans  for  commercial, 
school,  and  home  building  have  increased  sharply  within  the 
past  year,  and  serious  thought  for  such  an  investment  must 
be  considered  now. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  aerial  ladder  was 
delivered  in  Sept.  1970.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  pieces  of 
equipment  in  the  Cape  area,  and  will  prove  it's  worth  and 
need  for  many,  many  years.  The  1966  ambulance  will  need 
to  be  replaced  in  1972.  The  daily  demands  on  this  vehicle 
require  reliable  service,  and  with  the  anticipated  alarms  for 
the  coming  year  I  fear  that  major  expenses  to  keep  it  serv¬ 
iceable  will  be  necessary.  All  other  fire  fighting  equipment 
is  in  good  condition,  and  replacement  of  this  type  is  not 
anticipated  in  the  near  future. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  men  and  officers  of  the  de¬ 
partment  for  their  cooperation  and  donation  of  time  during 
the  last  year,  to  members  and  Chiefs  of  other  Towns,  and  to 
the  Citizens  of  Harwich  for  their  cooperation.

Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Recreational  shellfishing  is,  and  has  been,  popular  for  a 
number  of  years.  So  much  so,  that  the  Narragansett  Marine 
Laboratory  in  Narragansett,  Rhode  Island,  has  taken  an  in¬ 
terest  in  this  type  of  shellfishing  and  is  initiating,  along  with 
a  group  of  Cape  Shellfish  Officers,  a  propagation  program 
for  oysters.  The  funding  of  this  program  is  a  “Matching 
Fund”  program  and  I  urge  that  the  Article  in  the  1971  Town 
Warrant,  asking  for  these  funds  be  accepted  and  adopted. 
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With  the  areas  for  shellfishing  growing  less  by  the  en¬ 
croachment  of  docks  and  land  fill,  again  I  want  to  warn  the 
people  that  if  good  shellfish  is  wanted,  they  must  oppose  most 
of  these  projects.  Advertised  hearings  are  held  by  the  Select¬ 
men  on  all  changes  of  our  natural  coast  line  and  thought 
should  be  given  to  all  applications  in  this  fine. 

The  shellfish  harvest  in  1970  was  average  and  should  be 
the  same  in  1971.  Oysters  were  transplanted  and  Quahog 
seed  was  moved.  Records,  as  required,  were  kept.

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Report  of  the 

Housing  Authority  Study  Committee 


In  July  of  1970,  the  Selectmen  of  Harwich  in  compliance 
with  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
on  the  21st  day  of  May,  1970,  appointed  Donald  T.  Bates, 
James  M.  Falla,  Mrs.  Sharon  Leonard,  Norman  P.  Mason, 
and  Clarence  Reynolds  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Harwich 
Housing  Authority  Study  Committee. 

The  resolution  as  adopted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
stated,  “BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  residents  to  study  the  feasabil- 
ity  of  a  Housing  Authority,  said  Committee  to  place  in  the 
1970  Town  Report  a  summary  of  their  study,  and  sponsor  an 
article  or  articles  for  the  1971  Annual  Town  Meeting,  if  they 
deem  it  to  be  in  the  Town’s  best  interests.” 

On  August  3,  the  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  and 
elected  Mr.  Mason  its  Chairman.  The  Committee  commenced 
its  study  by  defining  its  purposes  as  follows: 

1.  To  determine  the  extent  of  the  need  for  low-income 
housing  both  for  elderly  citizens  and  younger  families  in 
Harwich. 

2.  To  study  the  present  State  and  Federal  programs  which 
can  be  used  by  a  Housing  Authority  or  private  developer  to 
create  a  supply  of  low-income  housing  in  the  community 
and  to  evaluate  the  usefulness  of  these  programs  to  the 
Town  in  solving  the  present  low-income  housing  problem. 

3.  To  determine  on  all  relevant  facts  and  circumstances 
whether  it  is  feasible  at  this  time  for  the  Town  to  establish 
a  Housing  Authority  to  meet  the  Town’s  present  need  for 
low-income  housing. 

To  assist  the  Committee  members  in  meeting  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  study  as  above  set  forth,  the  Committee  met 
at  frequent  intervals  during  the  year. 

It  consulted  with  Mr.  Christopher  J.  McCarthy,  housing 
specialist  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Community 
Affairs,  who  outlined  in  detail  the  various  programs  avail¬ 
able  to  a  Housing  Authority  and  how  a  Housing  Authority 
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operates.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Leonard,  Robert  At¬ 
kins,  an  attorney  and  housing  specialist  with  Legal  Services 
for  Cape  Cod  and  Islands,  Inc.  prepared  for  the  Committee 
an  explanation  and  summary  of  State  and  Federal  pro¬ 
grams  designed  to  meet  low-income  housing  needs.  Factual 
information  as  to  the  number  of  low-income  families  and 
elderly  people  in  Harwich  was  obtained  through  the  co¬ 
operation  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Prendiville,  Director  of  the  Har¬ 
wich  Welfare  Service  office.  In  a  further  effort  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  extent  of  the  need  for  low-income  housing,  the 
Committee  conducted  a  poll  through  paid  advertisements 
in  the  Oracle  and  Cape  Codder,  two  weekly  newspapers  hav¬ 
ing  a  wide  circulation  in  Harwich,  and  conducted  a  public 
hearing,  to  which  hearing  all  interested  cititzens  and  groups 
were  invited.  Mr.  Donald  A.  Foresman,  Chairman  of  the 
Orleans  Housing  Authority,  was  present  at  the  public  meet¬ 
ing.  He  explained  the  Orleans  program  and  answered  ques¬ 
tions  and  was  available  to  the  Committee  and  of  great 
assistance  to  the  Committee  at  other  times  during  the 
course  of  its  study.  Community  leaders  attended  Committee 
meetings,  voiced  their  opinions,  and  discussed  the  problems 
and  issues. 


FINDINGS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
NUMBER  OF  PEOPLE  IN  HARWICH  WHO  COULD  BE 
SERVED  BY  A  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

Through  the  cooperation  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Prendiville 
the  following  facts  were  made  available  to  the  Committee. 
These  figures  represent  the  number  of  citizens  or  families 
in  Harwich  who,  during  the  average  month,  receive  some 
form  of  financial  assistance  and  would  be  eligible  for  low- 
income  housing.

By  way  of  supplemental  information  to  the  above  figures, 
Miss  Prendiville  explained  to  the  Committee  that  the  big¬ 
gest  problem  in  housing  encountered  by  the  citizens  who 
are  served  by  her  office  is  created  by  the  tourist  nature  of 
the  economy  in  Harwich.  Some  landlords  who  rent  to  in¬ 
dividuals  of  low  income  will  require  the  tenant  to  vacate 
the  premises  in  May  so  that  he  may  obtain  a  summer 
rental,  leaving  the  tenant  to  find  other  housing  at  a  time 
of  year  when  it  is  most  difficult  to  do  so. 

It  was  the  finding  of  the  Committee  that  most  indi¬ 
viduals  served  by  the  Harwich  Welfare  Service  office  were 
young  families.  In  an  attempt,  therefore,  to  obtain  a  bal¬ 
anced  over-all  picture  of  the  housing  need,  the  Committee 
studied  the  Town  listings  as  of  January,  1970  to  determine 
the  number  of  retired  people  and  the  number  of  elderly 
people  of  retirement  age  presently  living  in  the  Town,  and 
the  following  figures  were  obtained: 

435  Single  women 

103  Single  men 

566  Couples  (1132  people) 

These  figures  total  1,670  people,  which  figure  represents 
an  increase  in  elderly  people  of  10 y2%  since  1968. 

Since  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Welfare  Service  office 
could  not  be  considered  to  represent  the  total  number  of 
low-income  individuals  who  qualify  for  and  are  in  need  of 
low-income  housing,  the  Committee  conducted  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  poll  and  public  hearing.  The  poll  resulted  in  a 
total  of  12  replies,  and  of  the  12  replies,  only  8  had  incomes 
low  enough  to  qualify  for  admission  to  public  housing. 

At  the  public  hearing  which  was  held,  less  than  50  citi¬ 
zens  were  in  attendance  and  of  those  in  attendance  no  more 
than  7  qualified  or  were  in  need  of  public  housing.  Based 
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on  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Welfare  Service  office  and  the 
results  of  the  poll  and  public  hearing,  as  well  as  the  con¬ 
ferences  with  various  community  leaders,  the  Committee 
is  forced  to  conclude  that  the  present  need  for  low-income 
housing  is  small  and  probably  could  be  filled  comfortably 
by  the  construction  of  20  units  or  alternatively  by  making 
available  20  existing  units  to  low-income  elderly  or  young 
people  on  a  subsidized  basis. 

HOUSING  FOR  HARWICH  RESIDENTS 

A  Housing  Authoritiy  is  an  independent  entity  made  up 
of  one  member  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  members  elected  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town.  It  is  fi¬ 
nanced  through  grants  and  guarantees  from  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  because  it  is  funded  by  the 
Commonwealth  its  actions  and  programs  are  controlled 
largely  at  the  State  level.  The  Town  government  has  no 
control  over  Housing  Authority  actions. 

Because  as  a  practical  matter  the  State,  through  fi¬ 
nancing,  controls  the  local  Authority  the  State  has  in  prac¬ 
tice  required  existing  Authorities  to  use  available  State 
programs  which  may  or  may  not,  depending  upon  circum¬ 
stances,  represent  a  real  solution  to  local  problems.  The 
Committee  found,  for  example,  that  if  an  Authority  is  es¬ 
tablished  in  Harwich,  the  Authority  would  probably  be  re¬ 
quired  to  forthwith  construct  a  minimum  of  40  housing 
units  for  the  elderly  and  would  also  be  required  to  institute 
what  is  commonly  known  as  “707  housing”.  707  housing  is  a 
rent  subsidy  program  whereby  the  low-income  individual 
pays  to  the  private  landlord  rent  equal  to  a  certain  per¬ 
centage  of  his  income,  and  the  State  pays  to  the  private 
landlord  an  additional  sum  which  brings  the  total  rent  paid 
per  month  up  to  the  fair  rental  value  of  the  housing  unit. 
It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  therefore,  that  in  order 
to  meet  the  existing  need  for  approximately  20  low-income 
housing  units  in  Harwich  a  local  authority  would  have  to 
spend  initially  approximately  one  million  dollars  to  con¬ 
struct  40  units  for  the  elderly  and  whatever  additional 
amounts  were  required  by  way  of  subsidies  under  the  707 
plan,  and  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  although 
the  local  community  does  not  directly  finance  the  Housing 
Authority,  the  necessary  expense  involved  in  establishing 
and  putting  into  operation  a  Housing  Authority  should  bear 
some  realistic  relationship  to  the  extent  of  the  problem 
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sought  to  be  remedied  regardless  of  whether  the  State,  Fed¬ 
eral  government,  or  the  local  community  bears  the  burden 
of  construction  and  operating  costs.  In  addition  to  consider¬ 
ing  the  relationship  between  the  cost  of  a  Housing  Author¬ 
ity  and  the  present  need  in  Harwich  for  a  low-income  hous¬ 
ing,  the  Committee  considered  the  fact  that  if  a  Housing 
Authority  is  established  and  low-income  housing  units  are 
made  available,  there  is  no  guarantee  that  such  housing 

would  provide  only  for  Harwich  residents. 

« 

Recent  legislation  requires  a  Housing  Authority  to  re¬ 
ceive  applications  from  any  individual,  and  the  Authority 
can  give  no  preference  to  the  citizens  of  its  community  over 
the  citizens  of  other  communities  who  wish  to  move  there 
to  take  advantage  of  low-income  housing  units.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  found  that  the  present  trend  of  the  legislature  in  the 
housing  field  indicates  a  desire  toward  having  smaller  com¬ 
munities  help  eliminate  over-crowding  in  cities  and  urban 
areas  by  providing  low-income  housing  under  State  pro¬ 
grams  and,  accordingly,  it  is  the  feeling  of  the  Committee 
that  a  Housing  Authority  in  Harwich  would  probably  result 
in  the  influx  into  the  Town  of  additional  low-income  fam¬ 
ilies  and  elderly,  and  local  residents  who  currently  have  a 
housing  problem  may  find  themselves  still  with  the  housing 
problem  depending  upon  how  large  the  influx  into  the  Town 
would  be.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  any 
program  which  would  result  in  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  families  or  elderly  in  the  Town  who  need  low-income 
housing  should  be  undertaken  with  caution  due  in  part  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  scarcity  of  employment  opportun¬ 
ities  in  Harwich  on  a  year-round  basis  for  less  skilled  work¬ 
ers  and  it  is  not  wise,  therefore,  to  encourage  people  to 
move  into  the  Town  unless  adequate  jobs  can  be  provided, 
for  while  the  housing  problem  may  be  met,  numerous  other 
social  problems  can  be  caused  if  the  low-income  individual 
is  not  offered  the  opportunity  to  achieve  economic  self- 
dependence. 


POWER  OF  EMINENT  DOMAIN 

In  addition  to  the  disadvantages  above  set  forth  which 
attend  the  establishment  in  a  community  of  a  Housing 
Authority  is  the  problem  created  by  the  fact  that  a  Housing 
Authority  has  by  law  the  power  of  eminent  domain.  This 
means  that  an  Authority  once  established  can,  without  the 
approval  of  the  Town  government  or  citizens,  take  any  land 
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in  any  section  of  the  Town  that  it  deems  suitable  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  housing  units.  In  practice,  Housing 
Authorities  have  not  exercised  their  eminent  domain  power 
indiscriminately  and  have  worked  in  cooperation  with  Town 
officials  to  intelligently  select  certain  areas  for  use  in  the 
construction  of  low-income  housing  units.  Nevertheless,  the 
Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  in  view  of  the  recent 
decision  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  to  acquire 
land  in  the  Hawks  Nest  Pond  area  and  as  a  result  of  the 
rather  strong  sentiments  expressed  by  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  against  the  granting  to  the  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  power  of  eminent  domain  to  acquire  the  desired 
land,  that  any  program  which  involved  granting  unrestrict¬ 
ed  powers  of  eminent  domain  to  an  Authority  over  which 
the  Town  has  no  direct  control  should  be  undertaken  only 
after  careful  consideration  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Study  Committee  that  the 
unrestricted  eminent  domain  power  which  must  be  granted 
to  a  Housing  Authority  represents  a  very  undesirable  feature 
of  a  Housing  Authority. 

ADDITIONAL  COST  FACTORS 

The  Committee  found  that  at  the  present  high  costs  of 
construction  a  Housing  Authority  which  undertakes  to  con¬ 
struct  new  housing  units  is  limited  by  the  State  to  the  con¬ 
struction  of  units  having  no  more  than  450  square  feet  of 
space  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  is  not  ade¬ 
quate  for  even  a  single  elderly  person  and,  accordingly,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  high  costs  of  construction  which  result  in  the 
reduced  desirability  and  adequacy  of  the  housing  units 
presently  being  constructed,  the  Committee  is  of  the  opin¬ 
ion  that  it  is  not  the  time  to  undertake  construction.  Rather, 
the  Town  should  wait  to  examine  other  methods  which  the 
Commonwealth  is  currently  working  on  to  reduce  construc¬ 
tion  costs  thereby  allowing  more  adequate  and  desirable 
units  to  be  constructed. 

OTHER  METHODS  OF  HOUSING  ELDERLY 
AND  OTHER  LOW-INCOME  INDIVIDUALS 

The  Committee  found  that  there  is  at  the  present  time 
an  excellent  but  too  little  known  and  used  program  under 
Section  235  of  F.H.A.  This  program  is  designed  to  assist 
primarily  the  family  with  low  income  as  opposed  to  the 
elderly  person  of  retirement  age.  Under  it,  families  with 
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incomes  up  to  $8,000.00  can  buy  a  new  home,  pay  approx¬ 
imately  25%  of  their  income  each  year  toward  the  cost  of 
the  housing,  and  have  the  balance  paid  for  them  by  F.H.A. 
This  program  provides  standard  housing,  located  wherever 
the  buyer  wishes  to  live,  is  not  accompanied  by  any  project 
of  institutional  flavor,  and  operates  without  a  Housing 
Authority.  This  program  is  now  available  and  can  be  made 
use  of. 

To  provide  housing  for  elderly  of  low  income  and  for 
welfare  recipients  as  those  receiving  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children,  another  F.H.A.  program  is  available. 
Under  this  program,  a  builder  can  construct  an  apartment 
house  and  set  aside  1/3  of  the  apartment  units  for  occupancy 
by  any  person  eligible  to  have  their  rents  subsidized  by  F.H. 
A.  One  such  apartment  complex  is  currently  under  con¬ 
struction  in  New  Bedford.  There  will  be  units  in  this  build¬ 
ing  consisting  of  one-bedroom  apartments  which  are  de¬ 
signed  to  rent  for  $134.30  per  month,  and  the  tenant  will 
pay  approximately  $53.30  per  month.  The  balance  will  be 
subsidized.  Two-bedroom  apartments  regularly  renting  for 
$157.89  per  month,  rent  on  the  subsidized  basis  of  $58.59  per 
month  cost  to  the  tenant,  and  three-bedroom  units,  which 
regularly  rent  for  $181.50  per  month,  rent  on  the  subsidized 
basis  of  $70.50  per  month  cost  to  the  tenant.  Some  of  the 
advantages  of  this  type  of  accommodation  include  the  fact 
that  since  only  a  portion  of  any  one  complex  is  devoted  to 
low-income  units,  a  balance  is  maintained  which,  in  prac¬ 
tice,  has  proved  to  be  a  healthy  social  factor  and  contri¬ 
butes  a  great  deal  to  the  maintenance  of  dignity  and  self- 
respect  of  the  low-income  tenants. 

CONCLUSIONS 

The  Committee,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  rel¬ 
evant  facts  which  its  study  disclosed,  finds  that  the  present 
need  for  low-income  housing  in  Harwich  is  quite  small.  The 
Committee  wishes  to  go  on  record,  however,  as  not  being 
unmindful  of  the  seriousness  to  the  individual  of  a  housing 
problem  and  because  of  this  seriousness,  a  community  when 
offered  a  practical  and  workable  solution  to  such  a  social 
problem,  should  make  every  effort  to  employ  the  means  at 
hand  to  solve  it.  The  Committtee  has  concluded,  however, 
that  a  Housing  Authority,  as  such  Authorities  are  current¬ 
ly  constituted,  does  not  offer  the  needed  solution.  The  high 
cost  of  an  Authority  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
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mittee  bear  a  reasonable  relationship  to  the  rather  small 
need  for  low-income  housing  in  Harwich.  Additionally,  the 
Committee  has  become  aware  in  the  course  of  its  study  of 
the  very  serious  social  problems  which  have  come  into  exist¬ 
ence  in  other  Cape  communities  as  a  result  of  Housing  Au¬ 
thority  operations.  Other  Housing  Authorities,  for  whatever 
reasons,  have  not  always  been  able  to  successfully  meet  the 
demands  made  upon  them  by  low-income  families  seeking 
public  housing,  and  wide-spread  dissatisfaction  on  the  part 
of  those  which  a  Housing  Authority  is  supposed  to  help  has 
resulted.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  unless  a 
Housing  Authority  is  able  to  offer  not  only  to  the  low-income 
individuals  it  seeks  to  help,  but  to  the  community  at  large 
a  workable,  economically  feasible,  and  real  solution  to  hous¬ 
ing  problems,  the  result  will  not  be  a  diminution  of  the 
social  problems  created  by  the  existence  of  inadequate  hous¬ 
ing,  but  a  compounding  of  those  problems  and  problems 
relating  thereto.  It  is,  therefore,  the  conclusion  of  the 
Study  Committee  that  for  the  present,  at  least,  it  is  not  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  to  create  a  Hous¬ 
ing  Authority.  The  Committee  recommends,  however,  that 
the  Town  consider  restudying  the  problem  at  a  future  date. 
Our  neighboring  towns  of  Orleans,  Chatham,  and  Dennis 
are  currently  undertaking  through  their  Housing  Authority 
various  programs  designed  to  create  a  supply  of  low-income 
units.  Observation  of  results  and  communication  with  the 
Authorities  in  these  towns  can,  the  Committee  feels,  be  of 
real  value  to  Harwich  in  planning  its  future  course  in  this 
area.  New  programs  which  are  just  now  becoming  available 
offer,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  a  more  realistic  ap¬ 
proach  to  the  housing  problems  of  the  small  communities. 
These  programs,  such  as  the  Federal  235  program  so-called, 
should  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  be  given  a  chance 
to  demonstrate  their  degree  of  effectiveness  in  solving  the 
existing  problems.

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Report  of  the  Waterways  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  residents  of  Harwich: 

1970  has  been  a  year  of  fulfillment  and  results. 

The  Waterways  Committee  has  continued  to  function 
effectively,  meet  regularly  and  has  continued  to  receive  a 
high  degree  of  cooperation  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  citizens  of  Harwich. 

Saquatucket  Harbor  and  Marina  has  been  completed 
and  placed  in  full  operation.  Its  successful  1970  operation 
has  not  reflected  the  many  problems  we  have  had  to  face 
related  to  design  and  construction  defects,  most  of  which 
will  be  resolved  before  its  1971  opening.  A  full  report  of  the 
operation  of  this  facility  is  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
Harbor  Master.  We  noted  wth  sorrow  the  passing  of  former 
Harbor  Master  Joseph  Ellis  and  have  rejoiced  in  the  ex¬ 
ceptional  service  the  present  Harbor  Master  Sherrill  B. 
Smith  has  rendered  the  town. 

The  comfort  station  at  Allens  Harbor  and  Wychmere 
Town  Landing  have  been  completed  and  are  in  service.  Such 
facilities  are  needed  at  the  other  Town  Landings. 

The  Wychmere  Harbor  outer  channel  was  dredged  to  a 
minimum  of  6  feet  during  the  1970  season. 

We  are  particularly  gratified  that  the  natural  environ¬ 
ment  at  the  Saquatucket  Harbor  has  been  enormously  im¬ 
proved.  The  marsh  is  alive  and  the  harbor  swarms  with 
fish,  crabs,  ducks  and  geese.  Ecology  and  progress  have 
truly  met  here  in  perfect  harmony.  Conversion  of  the  serv¬ 
ice  area  to  a  community  park  picnic  area  and  enteretive 
center  will  add  much  to  preserve  and  enhance  the  natural 
and  productive  beauty  of  the  area. 

Much  remains  to  be  done.  Maintenance  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  our  community  facilities  is  vital  to  continuing 
success.  With  proposed  improvements  at  Pleasant  Bay  mov¬ 
ing  closer  to  reality,  Harwich  needs  to  be  alert  to  this  great 
opportunity. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  single  current  need  is  an  adequate 
patrol  boat  to  be  used  for  law  enforcement,  safety  patrol, 
rescue,  salvage  and  service  uses  under  the  direction  of  the 
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Harbor  Master.  Our  1970  experience  revealed  this  to  be  a 
most  urgently  needed  item  of  equipment.

During  1970  the  Island  Pond  Cemetery  expansion  pro¬ 
gram  was  continued  with  the  land-clearing  project  opening 
up  several  new  areas  for  lots.  New  roads  were  built  and 
paved  in  accordance  with  Article  64. 

At  the  present  rate  the  demand  for  lots  in  Island  Pond 
Cemetery  leads  the  Commissioners  to  believe  that  the  cem¬ 
etery  will  be  unable  to  accommodate  any  new  prospective 
purchasers  of  lots  after  next  year. 

In  view  of  this  projected  shortage  of  lots,  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners  introduced  a  policy  during  1970  to  the  effect 
that  lots  in  Island  Pond  Cemetery  will  be  sold  only  to  Har¬ 
wich  residents  or  taxpayers  effective  January  1,  1971. 

General  maintenance  and  upkeep  was  performed  on  all 
other  Town  Cemeteries  throughout  the  year.  We  thank  all 
for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Harwich  Historical  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  to  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

We  are  presenting  to  you  our  seventh  Annual  Report. 

Reappointed  to  serve  on  the  Historical  Commission  was 
Mrs.  Florence  H.  Dresser,  her  term  to  expire  in  1973. 

We  regret  that  Mr.  Alan  T.  Hunt,  who  has  served  on  the 
Commission  as  legal  advisor  since  its  formation  in  1964,  felt 
that  due  to  pressure  of  business  he  would  be  unable  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  serve.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Ramond  H. 
Grayson  accept  the  appointment,  his  term  to  expire  in  1973. 

The  Commission  is  very  gratified  that  through  its  efforts 
and  the  efforts  of  the  Historical  Study  Committee,  the  cit¬ 
izens  of  Harwich  voted  to  accept  the  By-law  establishing 
the  Harwich  District  and  the  Historic  District  Commission 
at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March  1970.  This  also  was  approved 
by  the  Attorney  General  on  June  23,  1970. 

Another  completed  project  this  year  was  the  informa¬ 
tion  in  regard  to  our  “16”  burial  grounds  and  one  private 
family  burial  ground  in  Harwich.  Aiding  members  of  the 
Commission  in  this  research  were  Mrs.  Emma  Chase,  Mrs. 
Helen  Mattison  and  Mrs.  Beatrice  Webster. 

Our  data  on  each  burial  ground  included  location,  his¬ 
tory,  condition,  size,  ownership  and  religious  affiliation.  We 
also  had  particular  data  about  individual  gravestones — the 
oldest,  the  newest  and  the  most  unusual  in  types  of  stones 
and  monuments — and  a  picture  was  taken  of  each  one  that 
was  important.  Also,  we  have  the  most  unusual  epitaphs. 

This  record  of  our  burial  grounds  provides  many  kinds 
of  historical  information  for  the  Town.  A  copy  has  also 
been  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  to 
become  a  part  of  the  Inventory  of  the  Massachusetts  Histor¬ 
ical  Assets. 
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Next  year,  hopefully,  we  will  continue  with  other  pro¬ 
jects  of  historical  value. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Clerk,  and 
Town  Office  Personnel,  and  the  Townspeople  for  their  co¬ 
operation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

From  January  1,  1970  through  December  31,  1970,  I 
travelled  approximately  1450  miles  in  response  to  calls  and 
to  the  Animal  Rescue  League  in  Brewster.  Many  calls  and 
inquiries  about  animals  were  satisfied  by  telephone. 

According  to  our  records,  there  are  over  650  dogs  in  the 
Town  of  Harwich.  The  majority  of  these  dogs  had  Rabies 
shots  this  past  year,  given  by  Dr.  Elaine  Hopkins. 

All  dogs  picked  up  by  me  were  returned  to  their  owners, 
or  if  not  properly  licensed,  were  taken  to  the  Animal  Rescue 
League  in  Brewster,  and  if  not  claimed  by  their  owner,  they 
were  offered  for  adoption. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  for  relaying  calls  to  me  during  May  while  I  was  without 
a  telephone  due  to  moving.  I  also  wish  to  thank  Don  West- 
over  from  the  Animal  Rescue  League  and  the  citizens  of 
Harwich  for  their  understanding  and  cooperation  through¬ 
out  this  past  year.

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Report  of  the 

Library  Needs  Study  Committee 


This  Committee,  appointed  as  a  result  of  a  resolution 
approved  at  the  1970  Annual  Town  Meeting,  has  met  fre¬ 
quently  to  consider  the  current  and  anticipated  needs  of  the 
Brooks  Free  Library.  This  Committee  has  reviewed  the  his¬ 
tory  of  earlier  efforts  to  bring  the  Library  facilities  up  to  the 
requirements  of  present  and  projected  activity. 

We  find  the  building  to  be  in  sound  condition,  well 
located,  an  integral  part  of  the  Harwich  Historical  District, 
and  now  that  the  District  Court  has  moved,  containing  ade¬ 
quate  space. 

With  the  removal  of  the  Court,  and  with  the  established 
fact  that  other  locations  or  construction  would  be  unneces¬ 
sarily  expensive,  the  major  problem  is  that  of  parking  space 
and  easy  access  without  crossing  a  major  traffic  artery.  This 
last  question  of  parking  and  access  can  readily  be  solved  by 
the  acquisition  of  the  acre  lot  adjacent  and  to  the  rear  of 
the  old  Telephone  Building. 

Purchase  of  this  lot  would  provide  parking,  while  retain¬ 
ing  the  large  trees,  and  give  rear  accesss  without  stairs. 

Therefore  the  Committee  has  entered  three  articles  in 
the  1971  Town  Warrant.  One  is  to  purchase  the  lot  at  the 
negotiated  price  of  $6,000;  a  second  to  authorize  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  detailed  plans  and  specifications  for  connecting  the 
Telephone  and  Brooks  buildings  with  modifications,  provid¬ 
ing  a  60%  increase  in  floor  space.  The  third  article  requests 
the  appointment  of  an  official  study  committee  to  work  with 
the  architect  and  trustees  in  determining  the  exact  specifi¬ 
cations  and  allocation  of  space.

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Librarian’s  Report 


It  is  always  pleasant  to  report  that  our  book  circulation 
is  increasing.  In  fact,  Brooks  Free  Library  passed  an  im¬ 
portant  milestone  this  past  year  when  our  total  circulation 
of  library  materials  passed  50,000. 

However,  important  as  this  figure  is,  as  an  indication  of 
the  use  of  the  library,  it  does  not  reflect  the  many  reference 
questions  answered,  the  telephone  calls  to  the  Sub-Regional 
office  for  information  and  the  extra  books  passing  between 
Harwich  and  Falmouth  or  Boston. 

It’s  been  a  nice  year  with  lovely  flower  arrangements 
from  the  Harwich  Garden  Club,  a  great  deal  of  cooperation 
from  the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club  —  notably  during 
National  Library  Week,  —  and  patrons  whom  we’ve  enjoyed 
serving. 

Many  people  have  given  books  and  we’re  particularly 
grateful  for  their  thinking  of  us. 

It’s  been  fun  to  welcome  once  a  month  all  four  groups 
from  the  Harwich  Intermediate  6th  grade,  and  we’re  most 
appreciative  of  art  work  accomplished  by  the  Elementary 
and  Intermediate  Schools  and  loaned  to  us. 

As  of  December  31,  1970,  the  number  of  books  in  the 
library  included  12,668  adult  books,  and  4,209  juvenile  titles 
making  a  total  of  16,877.

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Brooks  Free  Library  Trustees’  Report 


Brooks  Free  Library  has  had  another  busy  and  over¬ 
crowded  year.  Attempts  to  improve  this  situation  were  stud¬ 
ied  again  by  the  Expanded  Library  Needs  Committee  which 
worked  diligently  and  wrell  and  produced  concrete  suggestions 
for  library  expansion  and  improvement.  The  three  Trustees 
sat  on  this  committee  and  concurred  in  the  majority  opinion. 
A  copy  of  the  committee’s  report  is  appended. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  Library  accepted  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Ford,  Children’s  librarian  for 
over  15  years,  who  has  left  the  Cape  for  Florida.  Fortunately, 
Mrs.  Frederick  Brack  has  extended  her  duties  as  substitute  to 
include  those  of  the  Children’s  Room. 

In  early  November,  the  Second  District  Court  of  Barn¬ 
stable  vacated  the  ground  floor  of  the  Brooks  Building.  It  is 
the  hope  of  the  Study  Committee  that  this  space  can  be 
renovated  and  utilized.  At  present,  the  space  is  used  from 
time  to  time  by  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee  for 
rehearsals.  Also,  upon  request,  the  Trustees  voted  to  donate 
to  the  Harwich  Historical  Society  the  old  gold-leaf  Barnstable 
Court  House  sign. 

Physically  the  building  is  in  need  of  refurbishing  but 
since  its  future  use  is  uncertain,  work  this  year  was  confined 
to  painting  the  hallways,  stairs  and  fire  escape.  Outdoor 
painting  will  be  done  next  year. 

Both  the  Junior  Woman’s  Club  and  the  Harwich  Jay-Cees 
have  offered  and  given  solid  help  and  support  to  the  library 
and  the  earnest  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  due  these  organiz¬ 
ations. 

The  members  of  the  Junior  Woman’s  Club  have  done  ex¬ 
tensive  cleaning  in  the  stacks,  decorating,  held  children’s 
story  hours,  coffee  hours,  and  book  reviews,  and  are  consid¬ 
ering  forming  a  Friends  of  the  Library  Group  and  holding 
book  sales,  the  proceeds  to  go  toward  purchasing  library 
equipment. 

The  Jay-Cees  have  offered  to  make  renovation  of  the 
library  one  of  their  major  projects  —  the  raising  of  funds  to 
be  included  in  this  work. 
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At  the  Annual  1970  Town  Meeting,  an  article  calling  for  a 
Library  -  Town  Office  complex  was  turned  down  by  the  voters. 
This  year  an  article  to  ask  for  funds  for  working  plans  to 
alter  and  renovate  the  Brooks  Building  itself  has  been  in¬ 
serted  in  the  Annual  Warrant  and  we  ask  support  of  this 
project. 

Routine  business  throughout  the  year  was  conducted  at 
six  regular  meetings.  Other  items  of  note  attended  to  in¬ 
clude  the  following: 

a.  the  summer  reading  program  for  children  conducted 
by  Children’s  Librarian. 

b.  the  acquisition  of  two  new  Rogers  statues. 

c.  the  provision  of  a  wider  range  of  book  selections  to 
Brooks  Free  Library,  at  no  extra  cost  to  the  town,  as 
the  librarian  made  use  of  the  new  Book  Deposit  Center 
in  Orleans  established  under  the  Regional  System 
from  which  local  libraries  may  borrow. 

d.  the  receipt  of  a  notice  that,  under  the  will  of  Herbert 
R.  Morse,  the  library  will  receive  a  generous  bequest, 
which  will  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  our 
young  people.  Also,  the  gift  of  books  and  paintings 
belonging  to  the  late  Howard  Mitchell  was  gratefully 
accepted. 

e.  the  study  of  salary  and  hourly  wage  scales  of  library 
employees  of  towns  of  comparable  size  to  Harwich, 
with  a  view  to  bringing  our  own  in  line. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Trustees  attended  several  meet¬ 
ings  of  professional  associations  both  on  and  off  the  Cape. 

As  a  result  of  certain  censorship  litigation  involving  a 
Public  Library  in  another  section  of  the  country,  Brooks  Free 
Library  reaffirmed  its  belief  in  the  Library  Bill  of  Rights, 
which  states  that  no  discriminatory  rules  whatsoever  in  re¬ 
gard  to  book  selection  shall  be  made  either  by  the  Trustees 
or  Librarians.  Also,  that  circulation  cards  are  to  be  consid¬ 
ered  confidential  and  permission  to  examine  them  is  pro¬ 
hibited  except  by  express  permission  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Your  Planning  Board  has  held  regular  weekly  meetings 
throughout  the  year.  These  meetings  convene  at  7:30  p.m. 
and  usually  do  not  adjourn  until  10  p.m.  to  11  p.m. 

I  think  it  can  be  safely  said  that  your  Planning  Board, 
of  all  the  unpaid  volunteer  boards,  is  called  upon  to  con¬ 
tribute  more  time  and  effort  in  the  process  of  its  legal 
function. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  weekly  meetings,  there  are 
also  meetings  with  applicants  for  subdivisions,  their  engi¬ 
neer  and/or  surveyors,  our  Town  Engineer,  out  of  town  con¬ 
sultants,  our  Town  Counsel,  applicant’s  Counsel,  the  Appeals 
Board  and  frequent  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Board  of  Health. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  held  eight  public  hearings 
involving  nine  subdivisions  and  309  house  lots  and  on  Jan¬ 
uary  19th,  six  more  subdivisions,  involving  87  additional  lots 
will  be  brought  to  public  hearing. 

This  rapid  cutting-up  of  the  remaining  open  space  in 
our  Town,  into  small  15,000  square  foot  lots,  plus  the  Town’s 
contribution  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  700 
acres  of  valuable  pond  areas  for  campsites,  has  been  of 
major  concern  to  your  Planning  Board. 

The  Planning  Board  is  convinced  that  immediate  steps 
must  be  taken  to  prevent  further  pollution  of  our  soils,  such 
as  that  created  by  this  type  of  land  use. 

To  this  end  we  are  submitting  three  articles  in  the  Town 
Warrant  which  we  hope  you  will  support. 

Much  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  Master 
Plan  Report,  submitted  by  Metcalf  and  Eddy  and  while  we 
would  like  very  much  to  submit  articles  covering  the  entire 
Master  Plan,  as  proposed,  the  Board  feels  that  this  would 
not  be  feasible  in  as  much  as  these  proposals  require  a  two 
thirds  vote  at  Town  Meeting,  for  approval.  So,  in  reality  the 
proposal  we  are  recommending  is  in  effect  a  stop-gap  com- 
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promise  that  is  dictated  by  the  urgency  of  what  the  Town 
is  facing. 

The  Planning  Board  recognizes  its  indebtedness  to  the 
various  Boards,  Committees,  Agencies  and  individuals,  who 
have  worked  with  us,  who  have  also  contributed  their  time 
and  efforts  unselfishly  and  been  so  helpful  throughout  the 
year.  To  them  we  wish  to  extend  our  gratitude.

Twenty-seven  dog  bites  were  reported  to  me  during  the 
year.  These  dogs  were  quarantined  for  a  period  of  ten  days, 
as  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  Division  of  Livestock  Disease  Control. 

One  Gerbil  died  during  the  period  of  quarantine  and 
was  taken  to  the  Wasserman  Laboratories  in  Jamaica  Plain, 
Massachusetts  for  examination.

Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  organization  of  the  Board  remained  unchanged  for 
1970.  The  support  of  the  voters  in  accepting  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Board  has  been  gratifying.  The  interest 
and  cooperation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  and  Department  Heads  has  been  of  great  help  to  the 
Board  throughout  the  year. 
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In  its  continuing  study  of  wages,  the  Personnel  Board 
anticipates  a  20%  cost  of  living  increase  over  the  four-year 
period  of  1968  to  1971  inclusive.  At  the  1968  Annual  Town 
Meeting  the  voters  approved  the  Board’s  recommendation 
to  grant  a  3%  cost  of  living  wage  increase  for  Town  em- 
playees  for  the  calendar  year  1968.  At  the  1969  Annual 
Town  Meeting  the  voters  approved  the  recommendation 
of  the  Personnel  Board  to  grant  an  overall  wage  increase 
of  7%  in  the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  for  the 
calendar  year  1969  with  certain  other  departmental  adjust¬ 
ments  designed  to  eliminate  inequalities  which  then  ap¬ 
peared  reasonable  and  in  line  with  action  taken  by  other 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth.  For  the  calendar  year  1970 
the  Board  submitted  a  detailed  Article  for  inclusion  in  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for  an  overall  increase  of 
5%  in  the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan.  There 
were  also  some  minor  adjustments  designed  to  eliminate 
inequalities. 

The  Board  submitted  a  detailed  Article  for  inclusion  in 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for  an  overall  increase 
of  5%  in  the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  for  1971. 
New  positions  of  Night  Dispatcher  in  the  Police  Department 
and  Inspector  in  the  Fire  Department  have  been  added  to 
the  Plan.  As  heretofore,  some  minor  adjustments  have  been 
included  to  eliminate  some  remaining  inequalities.  While 
over  the  four  year  periods  of  1968  -  1971  inclusive  this  Board 
has  provided  cost-of-living  increases  totaling  20%,  the  Board 
feels  compelled  to  state  that  these  increases  have  been  dic¬ 
tated  by  unusual  circumstances  in  our  Nation’s  economy 
and  should  not  be  construed  as  a  pattern  for  successive 
years.

The  Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  an  unusual 
privilege  during  the  past  year.  It  accepted  the  responsibility 
of  inviting  and  entertaining  Councillor  William  Bleakley, 
Mayor  of  Harwich,  Essex,  England  for  a  visit  of  two  weeks 
last  September.  The  Mayor  was  a  delightful  and  colorful 
person  and  it  was  a  pleasant  experience  for  all  who  met  him. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  continued  to  assume  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  as  the  source  of  information  for  requests  about 
the  Town  of  Harwich  from  all  sources.  This  was  accom¬ 
plished  at  the  booth  on  Route  28,  West  tHarwich,  and  by  the 
distribution  of  maps  and  15,000  brochures. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  also  handled  all  costs  and 
details  of  the  pre-town  meeting  and  Candidates’  night  last 
March,  the  summer  band  concerts,  Santa  Claus,  various 
civic  awards  and  the  annual  research  on  1970  commercial 
experience. 

The  Chamber  acknowledges  receipt  of  $2,000  which  was 
voted  in  Article  90  of  the  1970  Town  Warrant.  It  raised 
$4945.65  from  other  sources.  The  major  expenses  incurred 
were:  $2067.12  for  the  operation  of  the  information  booth; 
$3182.21  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  brochures;

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Report  of  the  Harbor  Master 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 

Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Saquatucket  Harbor  opened  last  May  with  a  sinking  feel¬ 
ing.  Defective  floats  and  extensive  winter  damage  made 
Spring  a  rush  to  readiness.  The  final  memories  of  our  maiden 
season  are  more  worth  telling.  It  was  the  buoyancy  of  spirit 
that  we  remember.  Support  and  enthusiasm  came  from  so 
many  who  wanted  the  new  harbor  to  succeed.  Your  select¬ 
men,  heads  of  town  departments,  the  wonderful  neighbors 
living  around  and  near  the  harbor,  men  of  business,  the 
yachting  community  of  Harwich  —  all  came 'to  help.  Our 
first-year  occupants  put  up  with  first-year  problems  without 
complaint.  They  worked  hard  to  keep  clean  the  beautiful 
new  harbor  and  its  facilities. 

The  maiden  season  was  a  voyage  in  discovery.  The  marsh 
was  alive.  A  great  fellowship  evolved  between  the  water  fowl 
and  those  who  came  to  feed  them.  Saquatucket  Harbor  was 
unmistakably  a  public  park,  as  much  to  be  enjoyed  by  those 
who  came  by  car  as  by  those  who  came  by  sea.  We  will  do 
more  to  encourage  public  use  of  this  outstandingly  beautiful 
piece  of  acquatic  real  estate.  We  plan  picnic  tables.  Perhaps 
in  the  future  an  interpretive  shelter.  Hopefully  we  will  see 
more  passenger  boats.  We  want  Saquatucket  to  be  a  model 
public  facility,  a  place  where  man  can  pursue  his  recreational 
pleasures  without  damaging  the  natural  environment.  At 
least  for  another  year  we  will  keep  fuel  facilities  out  of  the 
harbor. 

At  better  than  50%  occupancy,  our  first  season  showed  81 
long  term  slip  rentals,  32  short  term,  and  158  guests  for  a 
total  of  271  boats.  The  boat  ramp  was  not  a  money-maker 
and  will  be  offered  without  charge  in  the  coming  season. 
Total  revenue  from  Saquatucket  in  1970  was  $24,103.40. 

As  Harbormaster  I  attended  conferences  on  Harbor  and 
Bay  Pollution  and  Storm  Preparedness,  met  on  several  oc¬ 
casions  with  the  Coast  Guard,  Corps  of  Army  Engineers,  and 
the  State  Division  of  Waterways.  I  also  met  before  and  after 
the  season  with  a  large  representative  segment  of  the  Har¬ 
wich  yachting  community  and  town  officials.  In  these  meet-

ings  we  discussed  waterfront  security,  fire  protection,  boat¬ 
ing  safety,  and  clean  water.  Cooperation  has  been  outstand¬ 
ing. 

Early  in  the  summer  we  persuaded  the  Coast  Guard  to 
re-mark  the  outer  approaches  to  Wychmere  and  Saquatucket 
Harbors.  This  was  done  and  the  constant  problem  of  vessels 
running  aground  was  all  but  ended.  Also,  though  late  in  the 
season,  the  outer  bar  at  the  entrance  to  this  channel  was 
dredged. 

We  were  able  to  patrol  far  more  this  year,  but  we  suffered 
from  lack  of  size  and  speed.  A  larger,  safer  boat  is  essential 
if  we  are  to  give  adequate  supervision  to  the  ever-growing 
boating  public  using  Harwich  waters. 

I  urge  parents,  before  they  permit  youngsters  to  run  free 
with  powerful  engines  on  small  boats,  to  insist  that  their 
children  become  better  versed  in  boat  safety  and  courtesy. 
Recklessness  in  the  outer  harbors,  near  swimming  areas,  and 
within  proximity  of  sailboats  cannot  be  tolerated. 

In  addition  to  those  previously  mentioned,  I  express  deep 
gratitude  to  our  Waterways  Committee,  to  Tod  Lee  and  Bob 
Lufkin,  assistant  harbormasters,  and  to  Rupe  Nichols  and 
Watson  Small  for  their  constant  help  and  support  throughout 
the  year.

I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department 
of  Civil  Defense  for  the  year  1970. 

Civil  Defense  is  set  up  for  the  sole  purpose  of  being  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  protection  of  the  general  public  in  the  event 
of  emergency  or  disaster  which  happens,  often  suddenly, 
either  through  culpable  lack  of  foresight  or  through  adverse 
external  agency. 

We  have  volunteers  serving  as  Radiological  Monitoring 
Officers,  as  well  as  qualified  licensed  Radio  Officers,  and  are 
working  constantly  to  provide  effective  leadership  training 
in  Civil  Defense. 

In  addition  to  training  specialized  personnel,  there  are 
training  programs  for  the  general  public,  which  emphasizes 
individual  preparedness  actions  as  well  as  emergency  health 
and  medical  care  information  valuable  when  doctors  and 
other  professional  health  personnel  may  not  be  readily  avail¬ 
able. 

It  is  only  through  voluntary  co-operative  effort  that 
Civil  Defense  can  continue  to  survive. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  persons  involved  in  our  Civil 
Defense  program  who  have  voluntarily  given  of  their  time 
and  effort  to  help  us  further  this  undertaking.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  twice  monthly  during 
the  year  1970.  Our  regular  meetings  are  scheduled  for  the 
second  and  fourth  Monday  of  each  month  and  are  held  at 
the  Recreation  Building.  They  are  open  to  the  public  and 
we  are  pleased  to  report  that  a  number  of  interested  citizens 
have  attended  our  meetings  and  we  also  find  an  increasing 
awareness  within  the  town  of  the  problems  of  conservation. 

The  appointments  of  John  H.  Baird  and  Walter  Julin 
expired  in  1970  and  we  wish  to  thank  both  members  for  their 
efforts  of  the  past  years.  Raymond  L.  Thacher  and  James 
M.  Falla  were  appointed  to  three  year  terms  and  the  Com¬ 
mission  has  worked  with  excellent  attendance  by  all  seven 
members. 

Under  our  land  acquisition  program  we  would  like  to  re¬ 
port  that  due  to  the  action  of  the  Town  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  June  we  have  acquired  five  additional  acres  of 
land  along  Herring  River.  We  are  in  the  process  of  acquiring 
another  parcel  along  the  river  and  an  outright  gift  of  land 
bordering  Grassy  Pond  has  been  made  to  the  Town  on  behalf 
of  conservation. 

In  the  area  of  land  management  we  can  report  the  place¬ 
ment  of  a  steel  retaining  wall  at  the  reservoir  and  crushed 
stone  has  been  deposited  along  the  bank  to  protect  it  from 
erosion.  A  moderate  program  of  brush  clearing  has  been  in¬ 
novated  in  the  same  area. 

Four  redwood  signs  were  placed  at  the  four  entrances  to 
the  Herring  Conservation  Lands. 

The  Commission  provided  seven  locust  trees  which  were 
planted  on  Oak  Street  by  a  local  Boy  Scout.  We  also  distri¬ 
buted  six  hundred  trees  to  local  citizens  and  have  made  our 
plans  to  repeat  the  offer  in  1971  but  have  increased  the  num¬ 
ber  to  2500  because  of  the  enthusiastic  response  to  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Clapp  spoke  to  groups  within  the 
town  on  Conservation  and  our  particular  problems.  We  spon- 
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sored  a  film  called  “Paradise  Polluted”  which  was  shown  in 
the  school  system.  Members  of  the  Commission  have  met 
with  the  Planning  Board,  Selectmen  and  the  Barnstable 
Board  of  Health  concerning  the  use  of  wetlands.  We  have 
researched  tax  title  lands  to  determine  what  lands  in  this 
category  should  be  under  conservation  control.  Members  at¬ 
tended  public  meetings  on  subdivisions  and  marsh  fillings. 
We  strongly  oppose  the  filling  of  any  marshland.  Some  of 
the  members  attended  courses  at  Cape  Cod  Community  Col¬ 
lege  and  at  Ashland,  Mass.  Still  others  listened  to  lectures 
at  the  Brewster  Museum  of  Natural  History. 

Our  plans  for  1971  are  to  continue  to  acquire  land  along 
Herring  River  as  a  means  of  protecting  this  valuable  asset  of 
our  town.  Grassy  Pond  is  another  area  in  which  we  plan  to 
acquire  land  around  the  perimeter.  We  are  working  on  plans 
for  a  new  Herring  Run.  The  Commission  proposes  to  arrange 
for  marked  trails  and  walks  within  the  conservation  land.  It 
is  our  hope  to  involve  the  community  in  our  programs.  We 
feel  that  the  schools,  scout  troops,  clubs  and  other  town  de¬ 
partments  can  combine  their  efforts  in  this  program.

Park  and  Recreation  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  was  the  first  full  year  during  which  this  Commis¬ 
sion  operated  as  a  combination  of  both  the  old  “Park  Com¬ 
mission”  and  the  old  “Recreation  Commission”.  The  merger 
was  a  good  thing  and  we  have  functioned  efficiently  within 
its  framework. 

Two  new  tennis  courts  were  built  at  Brooks  Park  and 
were  in  use  this  summer.  We  now  have  four  courts  there. 
These  courts  were  kept  full  to  capacity  constantly.  Instruc¬ 
tion  took  place  there  each  weekday  as  a  part  of  our  Summer 
Recreation  Program  on  at  least  one  court;  while  the  public 
took  advantage  of  the  remaining  courts,  usually  with  others 
waiting  their  turn. 

We  feel  fortunate  to  have  obtained  Mr.  Bruce  MacPher- 
son  as  Summer  Director  last  summer  and  look  forward  to 
his  returning  again  next  summer.  He  is  exceptionally  well 
qualified  and  has  proven  to  be  a  devoted  leader  for  our  young 
people.  The  Summer  Recreation  Program  included  morning 
playground  activities,  morning  and  afternoon  tennis  instruc¬ 
tion,  morning  Arts  and  Crafts  at  the  Recreation  Building  and 
day-long  swimming  classes  at  Sand  Pond.  Sailing  and  boat¬ 
ing  were  also  taught.  This  was  the  first  year  in  which  swim¬ 
ming  instruction  was  held  both  afternoon  and  morning.  In¬ 
creased  requests  necessitateed  this  expanded  program. 

This  was  the  second  year  of  successful  operation  of 
Whitehouse  Field.  Interest  in  night  baseball  was  reflected  by 
the  overflow  crowds  that  attended  each  game  —  proof  that 
baseball  under  the  lights  is  enjoyed  in  the  Town  of  Harwich! 

The  Recreation  Building  continues  to  serve  the  Towns¬ 
people.  11,545  persons  were  logged  in  the  office  record  during 
1970.  36  different  groups  meet  here  winter  and  summer. 

At  the  end  of  September  this  Commission  reluctantly 
accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Wendell  Bassett.  He  has 
served  the  Town  for  fourteen  years  as  custodian  of  the  Re- 
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creation  Building  and  as  Recreation  Assistant,  teaching  a 
class  in  furniture  refinishing.  We  wish  him  a  most  fruitful 
retirement.  Our  new  Recreation  Assistant  is  Mr.  Ron  Master- 
son. 

In  March  Mrs.  Alice  Champion  Morris  tendered  her  re¬ 
signation  as  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Commission,  a  post 
she  had  held  since  1961.  Mrs.  Morris  was  on  the  Advisory 
Council  as  early  as  1951  and  has  been  a  faithful  worker  in 
the  field  of  recreation  throughout  the  years. 

In  order  to  meet  the  continuing  needs  of  the  people  of 
Harwich  we  are  looking  forward  to  establishing  future  ob¬ 
jectives  and  goals  for  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission.

The  Harwich  Sewerage  Study  Committee  held  one  meet¬ 
ing  on  May  14,  1970,  to  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Planning  Board,  and  the  Finance  Committee  were  invited  to 
attend.  A  representative  of  Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee  was 
present  at  this  meeting  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  sewerage 
for  the  town.  After  a  very  limited  discussion,  it  was  clearly 
evident  that  the  group  was  not  interested  in  taking  any 
action  in  the  direction  of  sewerage  at  this  time. 

The  Committee  is  inserting  an  Article  in  the  Town  War¬ 
rant  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to 
have  a  set  of  plans  prepared  for  a  sewerage  system  for  the 
Town  of  Harwich. 

The  resignation  of  Robert  R.  Larkin  from  the  Committee 
was  accepted,  and  Mr.  Calvin  B.  Eldredge  was  appointed  to 
serve.

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Report  of  the  Beach  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  the  Report  of  the  Beach  Committtee  for 
the  year  1970. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  all  the  Town  Beaches  were 
reviewed  and  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Effort  was  made  this  year  to  hire  as  many  local  people 
as  possible  for  parking  attendants  and  life  guards.  It  was  a 
great  improvement.  The  serious  situation  of  oil  deposits 
washed  onto  our  beaches  during  the  summer  was  taken  care 
of  with  efficiency  and  little  disturbance  to  swimmers. 

It  was  recommended  that  Comfort  Stations  be  built  at 
Pleasant  Street  Beach  and  at  the  West  End  of  Long  Pond. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  steps  be  built  at  two  locations, 
the  East  end  of  Red  River  Beach  to  the  lower  beach,  and  at 
Hinckley’s  Pond  down  the  bank. 

We  are  still  hopeful  that:  Curbing  will  be  installed  at  all 
beaches  between  parking  areas  and  beach  to  prevent  erosion 
of  asphalt;  Benches  be  set  up  at  some  of  the  larger  beaches; 
We  can  use  Bumper  stickers  instead  of  window  stickers  for 
beach  parking;  and  the  Board  Walk  at  Bank  Street  Beach 
be  doubled  in  size.

Beach  Committee 
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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


The  Medicare  program  has  been  in  effect  for  two  years. 
It  has  proven  most  satisfactory  patient-wise,  but  has  pre¬ 
sented  many  clerical  problems  such  as  cost  analysis  and 
record  keeping.  The  State  requires  nursing  supervision  which 
Miss  Esther  Howes,  R.N.,  of  the  Barnstable  County  Health 
Department  and  Nursing  Educational  Director  has  given  to 
our  nurses  Mrs.  Mary  Scanned,  R.N.  and  Mrs.  Katherine 
Kelly,  R.N.  The  1970  budget  asked  for  $7,000.00  which  the 
Finance  Committee  cut  to  $5,800.00.  During  the  year  the 
Board  of  Health  was  forced  to  ask  for  a  transfer  and  the 
Finance  Committee  granted  $1,100.00,  thus  making  the  total 
$6,900.00,  which  was  not  sufficient.  The  article  that  asks  for 
certain  monies  to  pay  unpaid  bills  for  1970  will  carry  an  un¬ 
paid  bill  for  Medicare  for  $373.76.  In  the  1971  warrant  there 
will  be  an  article  asking  the  townspeople  to  purchase  services 
from  the  Central  Cape  Cod  Visiting  Nurse  Association.  This, 
in  essence,  would  mean  that  our  nursing  program  in  Harwich 
would  be  abolished,  which  has  been  in  effect  for  a  great  many 
years.  At  present  our  fee  to  the  patient  is  $2.00  per  visit  and 
if  the  Town  subscribes  to  the  Central  Cape  Cod  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  the  fee  would  be  $3.00  per  visit.  The  Advisory 
Committee  voted  four  to  three  in  favor  of  this  new  service. 
Our  two  most  capable  nurses,  Mrs.  Mary  Scanned  and  Mrs. 
Katherine  Kelly  do  not  wish  to  join  the  Central  Cape  Cod 
Visiting  Nurse  Association,  which  would  mean  that  other 
nurses  would  be  assigned  to  the  Harwich  area. 

The  Board  of  Health,  under  Article  10  of  the  1970  War¬ 
rant,  purchased  the  front-end  loader  that- is  now  in  use  at 
the  disposal  area.  The  disposal  area  is  open  seven  days  a 
week  from  8:00  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  from  October  to  April 
and  from  April  to  October  the  hours  are  8:00  a.m.  to  6:00 
p.m.  Mr.  Marceline,  the  superintendent  of  the  disposal  area 
is  most  cooperative  at  ad  times  and  is  to  be  commended  or 
the  way  the  disposal  area  is  kept.  He  is  relieved  by  Mr.  Man¬ 
uel  Silva  on  his  day  off  and  for  vacation  and  any  sick  leave. 
Tires  have  presented  a  problem  and  the  Board  of  Health  is 
asking  for  new  tires  and  a  rim  in  their  1971  budget. 

Again  ad  Town  employees  that  were  interested  were 
given  flu  shots  by  our  capable  nurses,  Mary  Scanned,  R.N. 
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and  Katherine  Kelly,  R.N.  who  were  assisted  by  our  Health 
Physician,  Dr.  D’Elia.  Twenty-five  were  inoculated. 

The  Board  of  Health  purchased  Rabies  vaccine  and  Dr. 
Elaine  Hopkins  administered  the  vaccine  to  all  dogs  whose 
owners  were  interested.  The  full  board  assisted  Dr.  Hopkins 
and  we  would  like  to  thank  Georgianna  Shatzer,  R.N.,  Lillian 
Rogers,  Mervyn  A.  Hall,  Pamela  Smith  and  Claire  Taylor  who 
volunteered  their  services. 

The  usual  communicable  diseases  were  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health  along  with  one  case  of  hepatitis  and  a  sus¬ 
pected  spinal  meningitis.  All  precautions  were  taken  and  in¬ 
oculations  were  given  to  immediate  families  and  any  fellow 
employees.  These  inoculations  were  financed  by  the  Board 
of  Health. 

The  Beach  Cleaning  Contract  was  awarded  to  Robert 
Joy  for  the  cleaning  of  beaches  and  rubbish  removal  at  his 
price  of  $5,310.00.  The  contract  ran  from  May  23rd  to  and 
including  September  30th.  There  were  6,919  stickers  sold  by 
Lillian  Rogers  and  Marguerite  Root  at  the  Police  Station  for 
twelve  weeks.  The  daily  tags  that  are  sold  at  Red  River 
Beach  only  totalled  1,583,  making  a  total  of  8,502  with  only 
60  refunds.  A  beach  cleaning  machine  was  hired  and  used  at 
Red  River  Beach  and  Bank  Street  Beach.  It  proved  to  be 
most  satisfactory  but  very  costly.  Due  to  the  size  of  the 
machine,  it  was  impossible  to  do  the  Earle  Road  Beach  and 
because  of  the  cost,  it  was  not  feasible  to  do  Pleasant  Road 
Beach.  There  were  fewer  complaints  this  past  summer  due 
to  the  efficiency  of  our  beach  supervisor,  Mr.  Urquhart.  We 
are  asking  for  money  to  purchase  concrete  benches  at  all  of 
the  beaches,  especially  the  east  end  of  Red  River  and  steps 
going  down  to  the  Red  River  creek. 

Douglas  Allison  again  leased  his  beach  land  to  the  Town 
for  $500.00. 

The  so-called  “Party  Houses”  presented  a  problem  to  the 
Board  of  Health  due  to  so  many  young  people  living  under 
one  roof  without  proper  sanitary  conditions.  We  would  like 
to  urge  that  anyone  renting  their  house  or  cottage  for  the 
summer  months  of  1971  to  please  register  it  at  the  Board 
of  Health  Office,  stating  the  number  of  people  it  can  accom¬ 
modate.  It  will  be  signed  by  our  Sanitary  and  Health  Inspec¬ 
tor  and  must  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place.  This  is  a  pro¬ 
tection  for  you,  the  owner,  as  well  as  the  occupants  and  it 
does  assist  the  police  as  well  as  the  Board  of  Health. 
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Many  subdivisions  were  reviewed  during  the  past  year 
by  the  Board  of  Health  from  a  standpoint  of  proper  sewerage 
and  suitability  of  the  land  for  building  purposes. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  departments,  our  Sanitary 
and  Health  Inspector,  H.  Donald  Stanford  and  our  two  Coun¬ 
ty  Sanitarians,  Richard  Sturtevant  and  Ronald  Gifford. 
Everyone  has  been  most  cooperative  and  understanding  of 
our  many  problems.  Some  problems  are  not  solved  as  quickly 
as  we  would  like  and  that  is  where  we  thank  you,  the  towns¬ 
people  for  your  patience.

Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control 
and  Forestry  Departments 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Since  I  have  been  back  in  charge  of  the  Insect  Pest  Con¬ 
trol  for  two  years  now,  I  am  pleased  to  report  a  slight  de¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  most  of  the  tree-eating  insects. 

The  Pine-Tip  Worm  that  has  been  killing  many  of  the 
pine  trees  on  the  Cape  during  the  past  few  years  was  not  so 
numerous.  The  pine  trees  along  the  edge  of  most  of  the  town 
roads  were  sprayed  this  year.  I  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
results  but  it  was  the  best  we  could  do  with  the  few  insecti¬ 
cides  of  which  we  now  have  the  use. 

Once  again  there  was  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
Gypsy  Moths  on  the  Cape.  We  had  several  new  areas  of  in¬ 
festation  break  out  in  the  vicinity  of  Walkers  Pond.  To¬ 
gether  with  the  several  hundred  acres  we  had  on  the  south 
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side  of  Hinckleys  Pond  last  year,  we  now  have  a  total  of 
approximately  six  hundred  acres  of  infestation. 

I  am  asking  for  an  increase  in  the  Pest  Control  Budget 
this  year  of  three  thousand  ($3,000)  dollars.  With  this  added 
money  I  hope  to  go  into  the  infested  areas  and  spray  a 
thousand  acres  with  a  helicopter.  I  do  not  like  to  ask  for 
this  extra  money,  as  I  know  our  taxes  are  high  enough  now; 
however,  I  know  next  year  these  infested  areas  will  nearly 
double  in  size  if  nothing  is  done  to  try  and  stop  them  now. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  remains  about  the  same  as  in 
past  years.  We  lost  three  large  elm  trees  killed  by  this  dis¬ 
ease.  All  elm  trees  on  town  roads  were  sprayed  several  times. 

There  was  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of  Japanese 
Beetles  around  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  and  White- 
house  Field.  These  areas  will  have  to  be  watched  this  coming 
summer. 

The  Forestry  Department  had  about  the  usual  amount 
of  work  this  year.  Thirty  dead  trees  were  removed  from 
public  ways,  and  most  of  these  trees  were  pine — killed  by  the 
Nantucket  Tip  Moth.  Low  branches  that  were  hitting  cars 
as  they  passed  were  removed  from  some  of  the  town  roads. 
There  are  many  more  roads  that  need  some  tree  work  done 
on  them.

ican  Institute  of  Architects,  and  one  member,  where  possible, 
from  two  nominees  of  the  board  of  realtors  covering  the 
Town  of  Harwich.  One  or  more  of  the  foregoing  shall  be  a 
resident  of  an  Historic  District  established  in  Harwich  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  Historic  Districts  Act.  When  the  Commission 
is  first  established,  three  members  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  two  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  three 
years,  and  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  in  like  man¬ 
ner  for  terms  of  three  years. 

When  the  Commission  is  first  established,  five  alternate 
members  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term  of 
one  year,  two  alternate  members  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  two  alternate  members  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  their  successors  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  in  like  manner  for  terms  of  three  years. 

2.  There  is  hereby  established  an  Historic  District  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Historic  Districts  Act,  General  Laws, 
Chapter  40C,  entitled  “Proposed  Historic  District  of  the  Town 
of  Harwich,  dated  November,  1969,  scale  1"=100',  Chester 
F.  Langtry,  Town  Engineer,”  said  plan  being  on  record  with 
the  Town  Clerk. 

3.  The  Historic  District  Commission  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  historic  district  commissions  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Historic  Districts  Act,  General  Laws,  Chapter 
40C  and  of  subsequent  amendments  thereto.

When  the  Commission  is  first  established, 
three  members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year,  two 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  two  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner  for  three  years,  and  their  succes¬ 
sors  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  terms  of  three 
years. 

When  the  Commission  is  first  established,  five  alternate 
members  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term  of  one 
year,  two  alternate  members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  two  years,  two  alternate  members  shall  be  appointed  for 
a  term  of  three  years,  and  their  successors  shall  be  appointed 
in  like  manner  for  terms  of  three  years. 

2.  There  is  hereby  established  an  Historic  District  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Historic  Districts  Act,  General  Laws, 
Chapter  40C,  entitled  “Proposed  Historic  District  of  the  Town 
of  Harwich,  dated  November  1969,  scale  1"  =  100',  Chester  F. 
Langtry,  Town  Engineer,”  said  plan  being  on  record  with  the 
Town  Clerk. 
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3.  The  Historic  District  Commission  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  historic  district  commissions  as  provided 
by  the  Historic  Districts  Act,  General  Laws,  Chapter  40C  and 
of  subsequent  amendments  thereto.

the  street  and  other  than  in  a  required  front  yard. 

4.  No  equipment  or  process  shall  be  used  in  such  home 
occupation  which  creates  noise,  vibration,  glare,  fumes,  odors, 
or  electrical  interference  detectable  to  the  normal  senses 
off  the  lot,  if  the  occupation  is  conducted  in  a  single-family 
residence,  or  outside  the  dwelling  unit  if  conducted  in  other 
than  a  single-family  residence.  In  the  case  of  electrical  inter¬ 
ference,  no  equipment  or  process  shall  be  used  which  creates 
visual  or  audible  interference  in  any  radio  or  television  re¬ 
ceivers  off  the  premises  or  cause  fluctuations  in  line  voltage 
off  the  premises. 

5.  There  shall  be  no  sign. 

6.  No  storage  of  business  tools,  equipment,  material,  ap¬ 
paratus,  machinery  or  commercial  vehicles  is  permitted  ex¬ 
cept  in  the  dwelling  or  behind  closed  doors  in  a  residential 
type  garage,  except  that  one  light  commercial  vehicle,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  a  three-quarter  (%)-ton  rating  shall  be  allowed. 

7.  No  such  garage  shall  be  larger  than  a  two  (2) -bay 
garage  and  shall  not  occupy  more  than  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  (750)  square  feet  of  floor  area.

the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  amends 
the  existing  constitutional  provisions  which  direct  the  divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Commonwealth  into  240  representative  districts 
and  40  senatorial  districts.  It  provides  for  a  census  of  the 
inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth  in 
the  year  1971  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter.  The  census 
in  1971  is  to  be  made  the  basis  for  determining  the  repre¬ 
sentative  and  senatorial  districts  for  the  ten-year  period  be¬ 
ginning  January  1,  1975.  Each  subsequent  census  shall  be 
the  basis  for  determining  the  districts  for  each  ten-year 
period  beginning  the  fourth  January  following  each  census, 
so  that  the  census  in  1981  will  determine  the  districts  as  of 
January,  1985,  etc. 

The  amendment  provides  that  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  shall  consist  of  two  hundred  and  forty  members  and 
the  senate  of  forty  members.  In  its  first  regular  session  fol¬ 
lowing  each  census,  the  Legislature  shall  divide  the  Common¬ 
wealth  into  two  hundred  and  forty  representative  districts 
of  contiguous  territory  and  forty  senatorial  districts  also 
of  contiguous  territory.  Each  representative  district  shall 
contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  nuinber  of  inhabit¬ 
ants  according  to  the  census.  Each  senatorial  district  shall 
also  contain  as  nearly  as  imay  be  an  equal  number  of  inhabit¬ 
ants  according  to  the  census.  A  representative  district  shall 
not  unite  two  or  more  counties,  towns,  or  cities,  or  parts 
thereof,  or  a  city  and  a  town,  or  parts  thereof,  in  one  district 
unless  the  same  is  unavoidable.  Further,  no  town  of  less 
than  six  thousand  inhabitants  shall  be  divided  in  forming 
representative  districts.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  Counties 
of  Dukes  County  and  Nantucket  County  shall  each  be  a  repre¬ 
sentative  district,  notwithstanding  the  foregoing.  The  sena¬ 
torial  districts,  each  of  which  shall  elect  one  Senator,  shall 
be  formed  without  uniting  two  counties  or  parts  of  two  or 
more  counties,  unless  the  same  is  unavoidable. 

Each  representative  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  for  which  he  is  chosen  at  least  one  year  immediately 
preceding  his  election,  and  each  senator  shall  be  an  inhabit- 
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ant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen  at  the  thne  of  his 
election  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  for  at  least  five  years  immediately  preceding  his  elec¬ 
tion.  Any  representative  or  senator  who  ceases  to  be  an  in¬ 
habitant  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  cease  to  represent  his 
district. 

The  amendment  also  provides  that  the  Legislature  (1) 
may  by  law  limit  the  time  within  which  judicial  proceedings 
may  be  instituted  calling  in  question  any  such  division  and 
(2)  shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner  of  calling  and  conduct¬ 
ing  elections  for  the  choice  of  representatives  and  of  ascer¬ 
taining  their  election. 

Finally,  the  amendment  annuls  the  existing  constitution¬ 
al  provisions  with  respect  to  apportionment  of  representative 
and  senatorial  districts,  although  those  provisions  will  remain 
in  effect  until  January  1,  1975.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  for  your  approval  is  the  34th  Annual  Report 
of  the  Harwich  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1970. 

In  our  Annual  Reports  of  1968  and  1969,  we  informed 
you  of  the  Long  Range  Planning  Program  designed  by  Whit¬ 
man  &  Howard,  Engineers,  and  our  progress  to  date  in  re¬ 
lation  to  this  Plan  for  those  years.  Again,  we  would  like  to 
bring  to  your  attention  the  additional  accomplishments  that 
have  occurred  during  the  calendar  year  of  1970.  The  major 
areas  to  be  emphasized  in  this  report  are  the  installation 
of  12"  and  16"  mains,  four  (4)  sub-station  buildings,  pumping 
equipment  for  these  stations  plus  controls  and  the  purchase 
of  land  for  wells. 

With  respect  to  the  installation  of  the  12"  and  16"  pipe, 
this  project  was  started  early  in  January  and  completed 
prior  to  the  summer  season.  Work  was  performed  in  sections 
of  Harwich  Port  and  West  Harwich  and,  at  the  request  of  the 
Highway  Surveyor,  several  of  the  streets  involved  were  re¬ 
surfaced  the  entire  width  at  a  cost  to  the  Town  of  $45,000, 
this  was  in  addition  to  the  bid  price  for  mainline  construc¬ 
tion.  These  mains  were  put  into  service  during  the  early 
summer  along  with  the  1,000,000  gallon  Elevated  Water  Tank 
which  was  erected  in  1969  and  completed  this  past  year. 

With  larger  diameter  pipe  replacing  some  of  the  smaller 
sizes  and  the  increased  storage  or  pumping  capacity,  great 
improvement  was  noted  in  these  areas  where  deficiencies  in 
pressure  and  flow  had  existed. 

In  June,  bids  were  opened  for  the  construction  of  four 
(4)  Sub-Station  Buildings  and  a  contract  was  signed  with 
the  firm  of  Tracy  and  Lucey  Company,  Inc.  of  Northboro, 
Massachusetts  at  a  bid  price  of  $53,752.  With  the  exception 
of  a  few  minor  details,  this  project  has  been  essentially  com¬ 
pleted.  Pumping  equipment  for  these  stations  was  also  put 
out  to  bid  and  A.  Bonfatti  Company  was  the  low  bidder 
submitting  a  figure  of  $102,454.00.  We  anticipate  that  the 
pumps  and  controls  will  be  in  operation  by  May  of  1971  pro¬ 
viding  us  with  an  adequate  supply  of  water  to  meet  peak 
demands. 
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It  was  cited  in  our  1969  Annual  Report  that  money  made 
available  at  previous  Town  Meetings  for  Well  Testing  had 
been  utilized  for  this  purpose  in  the  East  Harwich  area  with 
tests  indicating  the  yield  to  be  in  good  supply  and  of  excel¬ 
lent  quality.  For  the  second  year,  two  articles  for  land  ac¬ 
quisition  were  submitted  for  insertion  in  the  1970  Warrant 
and,  again,  did  not  meet  with  voter  approval.  In  view  of  this, 
the  Commissioners  feel  that  they  have  fulfilled  their  respon¬ 
sibility  in  this  direction  and  further  effort  on  their  behalf 
would  be  useless.  Therefore,  funds  allocated  for  well  testing, 
which  were  not  expended  will  be  returned  to  revenue. 

With  funds  appropriated  under  Article  #15  -  1969,  seven 
parcels  of  land  in  East  Harwich  approved  by  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health  for  a  Public  Water  Supply,  were 
purchased  and  payments  made  to  the  respective  owners. 
The  acreage  amounted  to  30.88  at  a  cost  of  $37,165.79  and  a 
balance  of  $3,834.21  will  be  returned  to  the  Town. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past,  many  developers  submitted  ap¬ 
plications  for  the  installation  of  water  mains  in  their  sub¬ 
divisions  and  were  required  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  needs 
of  their  projects.  Compilations  at  the  end  of  the  year  revealed 
these  developers  paid  $43,052.80  for  labor  and  materials  with 
Town  costs  totaling  $1,495.16  to  cover  the  cost  of  installing 
larger  pipe  where  it  was  not  presently  needed  but  where  the 
Commission  felt  it  would  better  take  care  of  future  growth. 

A  Plan  for  a  large  development  called  “Headwaters” 
located  in  the  Pleasant  Lake  area  was  presented  to  the  Com¬ 
missioners  for  consideration.  After  reviewing  this  Plan,  the 
Commission  deemed  it  advisable  to  have  the  engineering 
firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard  conduct  an  investigation  and 
report  their  findings  to  this  department.  A  survey  was  made 
and  it  was  recommended  not  to  approve  any  extensive  de¬ 
velopment  north  of  the  Mid-Cape  Highway  to  Pleasant  Lake 
until  such  time  as  more  appropriate  piping  from  Harwich 
Center  into  this  area  is  available. 

During  the  year,  bids  were  sought  for  the  purchase  of  a 
Tractor,  Backhoe  and  Front  End  Loader  and  on  May  18  were 
opened  with  six  (6)  companies  bidding.  The  award  was  ulti¬ 
mately  made  to  the  low  bidder,  Baker  Tractor  Company  of 
Swansea,  Massachusetts  and  a  Ford  Diesel,  Model  350-11K 
was  delivered  in  July.  Again  in  1971,  we  are  requesting  an 
appropriation  for  a  %  Ton  Truck  with  no  trade-in  as  we 
believe  an  additional  vehicle  will  improve  the  effectiveness  of 
personnel  utilization. 
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In  May  of  this  year,  the  8"  main  at  Rt.  39  and  the  Brew¬ 
ster  line  was  tied  in  with  Orleans  making  the  third  tie-in 
with  a  neighboring  Town.  We  also  have  connections  at  the 
Chatham  and  Dennis  lines  which  enables  us  to  assist  or  be 
assisted  in  the  event  of  a  crisis. 

As  a  result  of  above  normal  precipitation  particularly 
during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  there  was  a  slight 
decline  in  gallons  pumped  compared  to  the  previous  year. 
Conversely,  revenue  earned  by  the  department  in  1970  was 
substantially  greater  than  in  1969  and  amounted  to  $223,- 
029.02.  Domestic  services  added  to  the  system  were  a  con¬ 
tributing  factor  to  this  increase  in  collections  as  204  con¬ 
nections  were  made  this  year  on  an  actual  cost  basis.  We 
might  add  that  this  number  ranks  second  highest  in  the  34 
years  of  the  Water  Department. 

At  the  Annual  Election  in  March,  Francis  J.  Hibbert  was 
re-elected  to  the  Board  for  a  three  year  term.  Throughout 
the  year,  meetings  of  the  Board  were  held  on  a  semi-Jmonthly 
basis  at  which  time  departmental  business  was  transacted. 
Also,  during  the  year,  the  Commission  met  with  the  Select¬ 
men,  Planning  Board,  Finance  Committee  and  other  depart¬ 
ment  heads  to  discuss  issues  and  policies  pertinent  to  the 
department. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  our 
Personnel  and  to  those  who  have  contributed  in  any  way  to 
the  accomplishments  of  this  department.

Article  58.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00)  to  be 
used  for  the  preparation  of  architectural  working  drawings, 
specifications,  and  incidental  costs,  for  the  renovating,  re¬ 
modeling,  and  adapting  the  existing  Brooks  Free  Library, 
District  Court,  and  the  former  Telephone  Exchange  Buildings 
as  a  new  library  facility  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request 
of  the  Brooks  Free  Library  Study  Committee. 
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Article  59.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  for 
the  purpose  of  painting  Brooks  Block,  and  the  necessary 
minor  repairs  relating  thereto,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By 
request  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Brooks  Free  Library. 

Article  60.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Town  Moderator  to  appoint  a  ten  (10)  member  Library  Study 
Committee  which  would  include  the  Trustees  of  the  Brooks 
Free  Library  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Brooks  Free  Library  Study  Committee. 

Article  61.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  to  the  Conservation 
Commission  the  land  on  Skinequit  Pond,  containing  7.98 
acres  and  designated  as  Parcel  L-3,  acquired  by  the  Town  on 
April  20,  1966,  by  instrument  recorded  in  the  Barnstable 
County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  294,  Page  91  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.  By  petition. 

Article  62.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  title 
of  the  Schoolhouse  Parking  Lot  located  in  Harwich  Port  from 
the  12th  District  School  Committee  to  the  Parks  and  Recrea¬ 
tion  Commission;  said  lot  is  now  administered  and  maintained 
by  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  and  former  Park 
Department,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission. 

Article  63.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money,  and  to  authorize  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commissioners  to  purchase  and  equip  a 
pickup  truck  and  to  trade  the  1954  Dodge  pickup  now  owned 
by  the  Town,  the  sum  received  from  said  trade  to  be  used 
towards  the  purchase  of  the  truck  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
By  request  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission. 

Article  64.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  ($1,930.00)  to  financially  aid  the  following  programs: 
Cape  Cod  Amateur  Basketball  League  the  sum  of  seven  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty  dollars  ($780.00);  Harwich  Junior  Theatre 
the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  ($600.00);  Harwich  Softball 
Team  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($550.00).  The 
amounts  listed  to  be  disbursed  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commission  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission. 
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Article  65.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  the 
purpose  of  resealing  and  relining  two  (2)  tennis  courts  at 
Brooks  Park  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission. 

Article  66.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  screen¬ 
ing  a  portion  of  the  bleachers  at  Whitehouse  Field,  and  to  act 
fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com¬ 
mission. 

Article  67.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  twenty  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00) 
to  aid  in  the  costs  of  the  Harwich  Town  Baseball  Team,  said 
money  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Harwich 
Athletic  Association. 

Article  68.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Town  By-Laws  by  adding  a  new  section,  Section  16a  entitled 
“Permanent  Building  Code  Committee,”  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Building  Code  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  permanent  Building  Code  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  consisting  of  five  (5) 
members.  Members  shall  be  residents  of  the  Town  and  shall 
serve  without  compensation.  In  making  the  appointments, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  take  into  consideration  the  per¬ 
sonal  qualifications  of  those  citizens  who  will  best  meet  the 
responsibility  of  the  Committee.  If  possible,  the  makeup  of 
this  Committee  shall  consist  of  (members,  preferably  profes¬ 
sionally  qualified,  who  are  familiar  with  the  principles,  meth¬ 
ods,  standards,  applications  and  general  knowledge  of  the 
construction  and  building  trades. 

Section  2.  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  appointed 
as  follows:  One  for  a  term  of  one  (1)  year  expiring  1972;  two 
for  a  term  of  two  (2)  years  expiring  1973;  two  for  a  term  of 
three  (3)  years  expiring  1974.  All  subsequent  appointments 
shall  be  made  for  a  period  of  three  (3)  years  except  for  filling 
vacancies.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  fill  vacancies  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  of  the  vacancy. 

Section  3. 

A.  The  Committee  shall  organize  annually  by  choosing 
from  its  own  members  a  Chairman  and  a  Clerk. 
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B.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Permanent  Building  Code 
Committee  to  review  from  time  to  time  the  Town  Building 
Code  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  that  the  said  code  is  consis¬ 
tent  with  the  latest  standards  of  safety,  methods,  principles, 
standards,  applications  and  techniques  in  constructing,  build¬ 
ing,  remodeling,  renovating,  or  in  any  way  altering  buildings 
and  their  appurtenances  as  defined  in  the  Town  Building 
Code. 

C.  The  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  ispect  appli¬ 
cations  for  construction  or  alteration  together  with  plans 
therefor  on  file  with  the  Town  Planning  Board  and  shall  from 
time  to  time  consult  with  the  Planning  Board  concerning  de¬ 
velopments  in  the  building  trades  in  general. 

D.  The  Committee  shall  keep  informed  as  to  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  building  trades  and  from  time  to  time  report  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meetings,  mak¬ 
ing  recommendations  for  amendments  to  the  Town’s  Build¬ 
ing  Code  so  that  said  Code  will  remain  up  to  date  and  more 
fully  represent  the  current  and  future  needs  of  the  Town. 

E.  The  Committee  shall  at  all  times  have  in  mind  the 
safety  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  and  shall  take  into  consid¬ 
eration  esthetic  values  where  applicable. 

F.  The  Committee  shall,  in  advance  of  each  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  and  in  advance  of  any  special  Town  Meeting 
at  which  recommendations  of  the  Board  will  be  considered, 
prepare  a  printed  report  for  the  information  of  Town  Meeting 
Members  and  Town  employees. 

G.  The  Committee  may  only  employ  assistance  as  it 
deems  necessary  subject  to  approval  and  appropriation  of 
funds  by  the  Town  Meeeting  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By 
petition. 

Article  69.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  under  Section  3, 
General,  by  deleting  paragraph  (d)  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  a  new  paragraph  (d)  which  will  read  as  follows: 

(d)  Any  dwelling  hereafter  erected  in  an  area  on  the 
south  side  of  a  line  commencing  at  the  Town  of  Dennis  boun¬ 
dary  and  running  easterly  by  Great  Western  Road,  Main 
Street,  Chatham  Road  and  Route  28  to  the  Town  of  Chatham 
boundary  line,  shall  be  located  on  a  lot  not  less  than  twenty 
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thousand  (20,000)  square  feet  with  the  exception  that  where 
less  than  forty  thousand  (40,000)  square  feet  is  available  un¬ 
der  the  same  owner,  it  can  be  split  into  two,  if  and  only  if, 
one  of  the  new  lots  contains  not  less  than  fifteen  thousand 
(15,000)  square  feet,  and  the  other  lot  contains  at  least  twenty 
thousand  (20,000)  square  feet. 

Any  dwelling  hereafter  erected  in  an  area  on  the  north 
side  of  a  line  commencing  at  the  Town  of  Dennis  boundary, 
and  running  easterly  by  Great  Western  Road,  Main  Street, 
Chatham  Road  and  Route  28  to  the  Town  of  Chatham  boun¬ 
dary  line,  shall  be  located  on  a  lot  not  less  than  thirty  thou¬ 
sand  (30,000)  square  feet  with  the  exception  that  where  less 
than  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  square  feet  is  available  under 
the  same  owner,  it  can  be  split  into  two,  if  and  only  if,  one  of 
the  new  lots  contains  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  (20,000) 
square  feet,  and  the  other  lot  contains  at  least  thirty  thou¬ 
sand  (30,000)  square  feet. 

The  above  requirements  will  not  affect  subdivision  plans 
previously  filed  and  approved  by  the  Harwich  Planning 
Board. 

Where  a  Town  water  supply  is  not  available  on  a  nearby 
street,  and  private  water  supply  must  be  arranged,  all  lots 
bordering  the  shores  of  any  lake,  pond,  river  or  salt  water 
area  must  be  at  least  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  square  feet. 
All  dwellings  or  buildings  used  for  human  habitation  includ¬ 
ing  wells,  cesspools  or  leaching  basins  hereafter  erected,  al¬ 
tered,  reconstructed  or  moved  shall  extend  not  nearer  to  the 
shore  line  than  fifty  (50)  feet  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By 
request  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  70.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  under  Section  3, 
General,  by  deleting  paragraph  (c)  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  a  new  paragraph  (c)  which  will  read  as  follows: 

(c)  Any  dwelling  hereafter  erected  in  any  district  shall 
be  located  on  a  lot  having  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  (100)  feet  on  a  street  or  way,  provided  that  one  dwell¬ 
ing  may  be  erected  on  a  lot  having  a  lesser  frontage  where 
said  lot  existed  at  the  time  this  By-Law  is  adopted,  and  did 
not  adjoin  other  land  of  the  same  owner  available  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  said  lot  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Planning  Board. 
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Article  71.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  under  Section  3, 
General,  by  deleting  paragraph  (I,  J,  K)  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  a  new  paragraph  (i)  which  will  read  as  follows: 

(i)  The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  the  location, 
the  design,  and  method  of  applying  for  building  permits  for 
all  multi-family  dwellings  which  shall  include  all  motels,  ho¬ 
tels  and  apartments  wherever  provided  for  in  this  By-Law: 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  1.  LOT 
AREA,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  Paragraph  1, 
which  will  read  as  follows: 

1.  Location 

Motels,  Hotels,  and  apartment  buildings  shall  be  known 
as  Multifamily  Dwellings.  All  lots  on  which  are  situated 
imultifamily  dwellings  shall  front  on  an  Arterial  or  Collector 
street,  and  be  so  located  and  designed  that  egress  does  not 
create  hazard  or  create  substantial  increase  in  traffic  on  any 
minor  street  or  lane. 

Multifamily  Dwellings  shall  be  permitted  only  where 
there  is  a  minimal  danger  of  pollution  owing  to  sewage  dis¬ 
posal,  and  where  the  increased  rate  of  storm  water  runoff  fol¬ 
lowing  development  will  not  cause  harm  to  the  environs. 

The  site  shall  be  so  designed  that  visibility  of  parking 
areas  from  public  ways  is  minimized,  outdoor  lighting  and 
lighting  of  parking  areas  avoids  glare  on  adjoining  proper¬ 
ties;  major  topographic  changes  or  removal  of  existing  trees 
are  avoided;  and  effective  use  is  made  of  topography,  land¬ 
scaping,  and  building  placement  so  as  to  maintain,  to  a  de¬ 
gree  feasible,  the  character  of  the  neighborhood  and  existing 
water  views  from  public  ways  and  developed  properties. 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  2.  DENSITY 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  a  new  Paragraph  2,  which  will 
read  as  follows: 

2.  Lot  Area  and  Yard  Dimensions 

Multifamily  dwelling  connected  to  a  public  water  system 
shall  provide  lot  area  of  at  least  4,000  square  feet  per  dwelling 
unit,  plus  500  square  feet  per  bedroom.  Where  without  con¬ 
nection  to  a  public  water  system,  they  shall  provide  lot  area 
of  at  least  8,000  square  feet  per  dwelling  unit  plus  500  square 
feet  per  bedroom.  The  total  units  erected  shall  not  be  closer 
than  60  feet  from  any  property  or  street  side  line  or  boundary. 
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To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  3,  LOT 
FRONTAGES,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  a  new  Para¬ 
graph  3,  which  will  read  as  follows: 

3.  Lot  Frontages 

Any  Multifamily  dwellings,  including  hotels,  motels  or 
apartment  houses  hereafter  erected  shall  be  located  on  a  lot 
having  at  least  100  feet  frontage  on  an  Arterial  or  Collector 
Street. 

To  delete  from  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich  under  Section  3,  General,  Paragraph  4  MAXIMUM 
BUILDING  COVERAGE. 

To  a(mend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  5  MAXIMUM 
BUILDING  HEIGHT,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  Para¬ 
graph  4,  which  will  read  as  follows: 

4.  Maximum  Building  Height 

The  maximum  height  of  any  multifamily  dwelling  includ¬ 
ing  motels,  hotels,  or  apartment  buildings  shall  be  two  stories. 
For  each  group  of  five  (5)  multifaanily  dwelling,  motel,  hotel 
or  apartment  building  units  above  the  ground  floor  a  separate 
and  independent  stairway  or  direct  access  to  the  ground  for 
fire  exit  purposes  shall  be  provided. 

To  delete  from  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich  under  Section  3,  General,  Paragraph  6.  YARD  DI¬ 
MENSIONS  : 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  7  PARKING 
REQUIREMENTS  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  Paragraph  5, 
which  will  read  as  follows: 

5.  Parking  Requirements 

Automobile  parking  space  shall  be  provided  on  the  lot 
upon  which  any  multifamily  dwelling,  motel,  hotel  or  apart¬ 
ment  building  is  erected  at  the  ratio  of  one  and  one-quarter 
(1/4)  parking  spaces  for  each  dwelling  unit.  Each  parking 
space  shall  be  at  least  10  feet  in  width  and  20  feet  in  length 
and  shall  be  delineated  by  a  painted  line  or  other  visible 
markings.  The  parking  area  shall  be  set  back  10  feet  from  the 
property  line. 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  8  SITE  PLAN 
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APPROVAL  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  Paragraph  6,  which 
will  read  as  follows: 

6.  Site  Plan  Approval 

A  site  plan  for  each  proposed  multifamily  dwelling,  mo¬ 
tels,  hotels  or  apartment  buildings  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  request  for  a  building  permit. 
Said  site  plan  shall  show,  among  other  things,  all  existing 
and  proposed  buildings,  structures,  parking  spaces,  driveway 
openings,  driveways,  service  areas,  and  other  open  uses,  all 
facilities  for  sewage,  refuse  and  other  waste  disposal  and  for 
surface  water  drainage,  and  all  landscape  features  (such  as 
fences,  walls,  planting  areas  and  walks  on  the  lot).  Three  (3) 
copies  of  the  site  plan  shall  be  hied  with  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  one  (1)  of  which  shall  be  forwarded  forthwith  to  the 
Planning  Board  for  its  review  and  recommendations. 

In  reviewing  a  site  plan,  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  consider,  among  other  things,  the 
following: 

(a)  Protection  of  adjoining  premises  and  the  general 
neighborhood  from  any  detrimental  use  of  the  lot. 

(b)  Convenience  and  safety  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian 
movement  within  the  site  in  relation  to  adjacent  streets, 
properties  or  improvements. 

(c)  Adequacy  of  the  methods  of  disposal  for  sewage, 
refuse  and  other  wastes  and  of  the  methods  of  drainage  and 
surface  water. 

(d)  Provision  for  off-street  loading  and  unloading  of 
vehicles  incidental  to  the  servicing  of  the  buildings  and  re¬ 
lated  uses  on  the  lot. 

(e)  Adequacy  of  all  other  municipal  facilities  relative 
to  fire  and  police  protection,  education,  recreation  and  other 
municipal  services. 

(f)  The  Planning  Board  shall  make  its  report  and 
recommendations  on  the  site  plan  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  hearing  beforei 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  if  it  shall  fail  to  do  so,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  act  without  such  report  and  recommenda¬ 
tion. 
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A.  Regulations  are  displayed  for  existing  districts  plus  new 
districts. 

B.  Except  for  Shopping  Centers,  Industrial  Complexes, 
Municipal  facilities  and  Public  Utilities,  only  one  princi¬ 
pal  structure  shall  be  permitted  on  one  lot. 

C.  The  following  are  exceptions  to  the  minimum  yard  di¬ 
mensions  indicated  in  the  table,  but  does  not  apply  to 
Multifamily  dwellings: 

1.  A  corner  lot  shall  have  minimu}m  set-back  from 
streets  which  shall  be  the  same  as  the  required  front 
yard  dimensions  for  the  adjoining  lots. 

2.  A  side  yard  which  is  used  for  a  driveway  shall  have  a 
minimum  width  of  12  feet. 

3.  Side  yards  shall  be  as  indicated  in  table  except  in 
Commercial  Districts  where  set-back  has  already  been 
established  by  existing  buildings  or  structures.  Estab¬ 
lished  set-back  distance  may  then  be  accepted. 

4.  At  each  end  of  a  through  lot,  there  shall  be  a  setback 
depth  required  which  is  equal  to  the  front  yard  depth 
required  for  the  District  in  which  each  street  frontage 
is  located. 

5.  Projections  into  required  yards  or  other  required  open 
spaces  are  permitted  subject  to  the  following: 

(a)  Balcony  or  bay  window,  limited  in  total  length  to 
one-half  the  length  of  the  building,  projecting 
not  more  than  two  feet. 

(b)  Open  terrace  or  steps  or  stoop,  under  4  feet  in 
height,  up  to  one-half  of  the  required  yard  set¬ 
back. 

(c)  Steps  or  stoop  over  4  feet  in  height,  windowsill, 
chimney,  roof  eave,  fire  escape,  fire  tower,  storm 
enclosure,  or  similar  architectural  features,  pro¬ 
jecting  not  more  than  two  feet. 

D.  In  Commercial  Highway  and  Shopping  Center  Districts, 
multifamily  dwellings,  dwellings,  apartment  buildings, 
motels  and  hotels  will  have  60  feet  from  street  set-back, 
60  feet  side  yard  and  60  feet  rear  yard  set-back. 

Gasoline  Service  Stations  and  Drive-In  Uses.  Gasoline 
service  stations,  drive-in  restaurants,  open  car  lots,  and 
similar  drive-in  open  air  uses,  shall  conform  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  requirements,  in  addition  to  other  applicable  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  by-law. 
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1.  The  (minimum  lot  area  shall  be  30,000  square  feet  with 
a  minimum  street  frontage  of  not  less  than  120  feet. 

2.  The  maximum  width  of  driveways  shall  be  36  feet,  the 
minimum  width  shall  be  10  feet  and  no  driveway  shall 
be  closer  than  20  feet  to  any  corner  lot  line,  10  feet 
from  any  side  lot  line,  or  less  than  40  feet  from  an¬ 
other  driveway  serving  the  lot. 

3.  All  illumination  on  outdoor  buildings  or  areas  shall  be 
effectively  shielded  so  as  not  to  shine  upon  properties 
in  residential  districts. 

To  amend  the  protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  adding  a  new  paragraph,  Para¬ 
graph  7  DEFINITIONS  which  shall  read  as  follows: 

7.  Definitions 

Dwelling  Unit  —  Living  quarters  for  a  single  family  and  not 
more  than  two  boarders  or  lodgers,  with  cooking,  living, 
sanitary  and  sleeping  facilities  independent  of  any  other 
unit. 

Dwelling  Multifamily  —  Three  or  more  dwelling  units  on  a 
single  lot,  irrespective  of  structure  type,  ownership  or 
tenure. 

Collector  street  or  road  —  Shall  mean  any  street  or  road 
other  than  a  minor  street  or  road.  It  shall  include  the 
terms  “collector  (road  or  street)”  and  arterial  (road  or 
street). 

Arterial  street  or  road  —  Shall  mean  a  major  street  or  road 
whose  primary  function  is  the  carrying  of  traffic  between 
neighborhoods,  between  towns  or  between  regions, 
and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  72.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  under  Section  2. 
Use  Regulations,  by  deleting  paragraph  F.  Signs,  which  reads: 
“Not  more  than  one  (1)  sign,  other  than  those  which  are 
attached  to  and  are  part  of  the  architectural  design  of  a 
building  or  structure,  shall  be  permitted  on  each  of  these 
premises,”  which  appear  under  Use  Regulations,  Section  2, 
third  paragraph,  page  14  (by-laws),  1-b  F,  page  15  and  1-cF, 
page  18  and  add  a  new  by-law  Section  6.  Signs. 

A.  Definition: 

A  sign  is  any  device  designed  to  inform  or  attract  the 
attention  of  persons  not  on  the  premises  other  than  those 
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which  are  attached  to  and  are  part  of  the  architectural  de¬ 
sign  of  a  building  or  structure  excepting  roof  signs  on  which 
the  device  is  located,  including  any  building  surfaces  other 
than  windows  which  are  internally  illuminated  or  decorated 
with  gaseous  tube  or  other  lights.  The  following,  however, 
shall  not  be  considered  signs  within  the  context  of  this  by¬ 
law: 

A-l  a)  Flags  and  insignia  of  any  government  except  when 
displayed  in  connection  with  commercial  promotion. 

b)  Legal  notices,  or  informational  signs  erected  or  re¬ 
quired  by  government  bodies. 

c)  temporary  signs  erected  for  a  charitable  or  religious 
cause. 

d)  temporary  signs  inside  display  windows,  covering 
not  more  than  30  percent  of  window  area,  illumin¬ 
ated  by  building  illumination  only. 

e)  standard  gasoline  pumps  bearing  thereon  in  usual 
size  and  form  the  name,  type,  and  price  of  gasoline. 

f)  integral  decorative  or  architectural  features  of 
building,  except  letters,  trademarks,  moving  parts, 
or  parts  internally  illumniated  or  decorated  with 
gaseous  tube  or  other  lights. 

g)  signs  guiding  and  directing  traffic  and  parking,  not 
exceeding  2  sq.  ft.  in  area,  and  bearing  no  advertis¬ 
ing  matter. 

h)  name  of  owner  not  over  6"  x  24" 

i)  Quarter  Boards 

j )  driveway  entrance 

k)  ladder 

B.  Sign  Area:  The  entire  area  within  a  regular  geometric 
form  or  combinations  of  regular  geometric  forms  comprising 
all  of  the  display  area  of  the  sign  and  including  all  of  the 
elements  of  the  matter  displayed.  One  side  only  of  flat,  back 
to  back  signs  shall  be  counted.  Frames  and  structural  mem¬ 
bers  not  bearing  advertising  matter  shall  not  be  included  in 
computation  of  sign  area  unless  these  elements  are  internally 
or  decoratively  lighted. 

C.  Sign  Regulations : 

C-l  No  sign  or  part  of  any  sign  shall  flash  or  move. 

C-2  Signs  shall  be  illuminated  only  by'intemal  illumin¬ 
ation  or  steady  stationary,  shielded  light  directed 
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solely  at  the  sign,  without  causing  glare  for  motor¬ 
ists,  pedestrians  or  neighboring  premises.  If  in¬ 
ternally  illi^minated,  signs  shall  not  exceed  80%  of 
the  sign  area  permitted  in  Section  D. 

C-3  Only  signs  pertaining  to  the  premises  on  which 
they  are  located  or  to  products,  accommodations, 
services  or  activities  on  the  premises  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed.  However,  an  off-premises  directional  sign 
without  internal  illumination  and  not  exceeding 
six  (6)  square  feet  may  be  allowed  in  any  non-resi- 
dential  district  on  Special  Permit  from  the  Board 
of  Appeals  upon  their  determination  that  such  will 
serve  the  public  convenience  without  detriment  to 
the  neighborhood. 

C-4  Prohibited  are  signs  attached  to  any  tree  or  utility 
pole,  unless  warning  of  danger,  prohibiting  tres¬ 
pass,  or  the  like;  pennants,  streamers,  advertising 
flags,  spinners,  or  similar  devices. 

D-l  Each  business  enterprise  may  have  a  single  sign, 
either  attached  to  a  building  or  free-standing, 
with  an  area  of  not  more  than  fifteen  (15)  square 
feet.  Three  or  more  businesses  on  a  single  lot,  ag¬ 
gregating  15,000  square  feet  floor  area  or  more 
may  in  addition  have  a  single  group  identification 
sign  not  to  exceed  twenty-four  (24)  square  feet.  Not 
more  than  one  free-standing  sign  shall  be  allowed 
on  any  single  lot,  and  no  free-standing  sign  shall 
exceed  eight  (8)  feet  in  any  dimension.  Miscellan¬ 
eous  signs  such  as  auto  club,  credit  card,  or  va¬ 
cancy  signs  must  be  incorporated  into  the  princi¬ 
pal  sign  within  its  borders,  and  included  in  its  area. 

D-2  A  farm,  institutional  use,  church  or  non-commer¬ 
cial  recreational  use  may  have  a  single  sign  not 
over  fifteen  (15)  square  feet  in  area. 

D-3  Temporary  real  estate,  for  sale  or  lease  or  con¬ 
struction  identification  signs  are  allowed  with  a 
maximum  area  of  twelve  (12)  square  feet.  These 
signs  must  be  removed  within  ten  (10)  days  from 
the  time  the  property  has  been  sold  or  leased. 
When  removed  they  may  not  be  replaced  with  a 
“Sold”  sign. 

E-l  No  sign  shall  be  placed  within  a  required  side  or 
rear  yard. 
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E-2  No  sign  shall  exceed  the  height  limit  for  buildings 
or  the  height  of  the  building  to  which  they  are  at¬ 
tached. 

F-l  Ladder  type  signs,  for  property  owners  group  list¬ 
ing  are  permitted,  each  name  not  over  6"  x  24". 

G-l  Any  lawful  sign  existing  at  the  time  this  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Town  By-Laws  is  adopted  may  be  con¬ 
tinued,  although  such  sign  does  not  conform  to  the 
provisions  hereof,  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

H-l  No  person  shall  erect,  alter  any  sign  or  signboard 
without  having  first  obtained  a  permit  for  the 
same. 

H-2  Permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector, 
who  may  request  information  in  the  form  of  draw¬ 
ings,  specifications,  details  or  photographs  as 
necessary  before  issuing  a  permit. 

H-3  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the 
repair  or  removal  of  any  sign  which  in  their  opin¬ 
ion  is  or  is  likely  to  become  dangerous  or  unsafe 
or  is  contrary  to  the  By-Law.  The  Selectmen  shall 
serve  written  notice  upon  the  owner,  or  person 
having  control  of  the  said  sign.  After  fifteen  (15) 
days  after  receipt  of  such  notice  the  Selectmen  shall 
have  the  power,  under  due  process  of  law  to  enter 
such  property  upon  which  said  sign  is  erected  to  re¬ 
move  or  cause  same  to  be  removed. 

H-4  Upon  the  approval  of  this  By-Law  a  permit  shall 
be  required  for  each  newly  erected  sign,  except 
those  exempted  by  definition  under  A-l,  a,  b,  c,  d, 
e,  f,  g,  h,  i,  j,  k,  and  D-2  and  F-l. 

Within  sixty  (60)  days  after  approval  of  this 
By-Law  all  existing  signs,  except  those  exempted 
by  definition  under  A-l,  a,  b,  c,  d,  e,  f,  g,  h,  i,  j,  k, 
and  D-2  and  F-l,  shall  be  registered  with  Select¬ 
men  for  a  registration  fee.  The  initial  registration 
fee  shall  be  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  sign  face  and  a 
renewal  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1.00  )per  sign  face.  Re¬ 
newal  shall  be  March  31,  every  three  years. 

H-5  Every  section  of  this  By-Law  and  every  subdivision 
or  separate  part  thereof  shall  be  considered  as  a 
separate  regulation  to  the  extent  that  if  any  such 
section,  subdivision  or  separate  part  thereof  shall 
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be  declared  ineffective,  invalid  or  unconstitutional 
and  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  parts  of  this 
By-Law,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of 
the  Planning  Board. 

Article  73.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
By-Law  Article  X,  TOWN  ROADS,  by  adding  Section  3,  as 
follows: 

Section  3.  No  road  of  a  subdivision  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  prior  to  the  29th  day  of  May,  1967  shall 
be  accepted  as  a  Town  Way  without  the  approval  of  the 
Highway  Surveyor  or  Town  Engineer.  It  shall  be  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  Highway  Surveyor  or  Town  Engineer 
to  insure  that  the  road  has  been  cleared,  levelled,  hard¬ 
ened,  provided  with  drainage,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
other  requirements  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  govern¬ 
ing  the  subdivision  of  land  which  were  in  effect  on  the 
date  of  approval  of  this  By-Law  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
By  petition. 

Article  74.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  apiend  Article 
78  (a  by-law)  as  passed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  in  March, 
1970  as  follows:  In  paragraph  5,  delete  the  words  “Seven  days” 
and  substitute  therefor  the  words  “thirty  days”  and  to  act 
fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Historic  District  Commis¬ 
sion. 

Article  75.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article 
XII  Beach  Parking  Sections  1,  1A,  IB,  1C,  2,  and  3  of  the  By- 
Laws  by  striking  out  the  one  dollar  ($1.00)  charge,  and  in¬ 
serting  in  place  thereof  the  charge  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  and 
to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Article  76.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
adopt  the  following  By-Law  by  Amending  Article  XII  Section 
1  by  adding  a  new  section  1(a)  Boating  and  Water  Skiing  on 
Skinequit  Pond.  Section  1(a)  to  read  as  follows: 

1(a)  The  use  of  all  boats  propelled  by  motor,  whether  in¬ 
board  or  outboard,  and  water  skiing  shall  be  pro¬ 
hibited  on  Skinequit  Pond,  South  Harwich. 

2.  Any  violation  of  this  by-law  shall  be  punishable  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  and 
to  act  fully  thereon.  By  petition. 
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Article  77.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article 
1,  Section  4  of  the  by-laws  by  striking  out  the  words  “200 
registered  voters”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  “10%  of  the 
registered  voters”  so  that  Section  4  will  read: 

A  quorum  for  an  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting  shall 
be  not  less  than  10%  of  the  registered  voters  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.  By  petition. 

Article  78.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  a 
Council  on  Aging,  and  to  adopt  the  following  by-law  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8-B  of 
the  General  Laws: 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Council  on 
Aging  for  the  purpose  of  co-ordinating,  or  carrying  out  pro¬ 
grams  designed  to  meet  the  problems  of  the  Aging,  in  co¬ 
operation  with  programs  of  the  Commission  on  Aging,  estab¬ 
lished  under  Chapter  6,  Section  73  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  the  members  of 
the  Council  on  Aging  consisting  of  seven  (7)  members.  Three 
(3)  members  shall  be  appointed  for  three  (3)  years,  Two 
members  for  two  (2)  years,  and  two  (2)  members  for  one  (1) 
year.  Members  may  be  re-appointed  for  concurrent  terms. 
Melmbers  shall  serve  without  pay. 

Section  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  Council,  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  in¬ 
ability  to  act,  or  for  any  other  reason,  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  appointment  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  period  of  the 
unexpired  term. 

Section  4.  The  Council  on  Aging  shall,  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  after  the  members  are  appointed  and  qualified,  and  an¬ 
nually  thereafter,  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  elect  from  its  membership  a  Chairman,  Vice-Chair¬ 
man,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  Each  officer  shall  hold  of¬ 
fice  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting.  In  the  event  that  a  va¬ 
cancy  occurs  in  any  of  these  offices  the  Council  shall  elect 
one  of  its  members  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Section  5.  The  Council  shall  submit  an  annual  report  of 
its  activities  to  the  Town,  and  shall  send  a  copy  of  this  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Aging  Bureau. 

Section  6.  The  Council  may  engage  such  employees  as 
it  may  need  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  Committee  on  Housing. 
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Article  79.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  for  the 
use  of  the  Council  on  Aging  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  re¬ 
quest  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Committee  on  Hous¬ 
ing. 

Article  80.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Chapter 
140,  Sections  167  and  168  of  the  General  Laws,  restraining 
dogs  from  running  at  large  unless  muzzled.  Said  Chapter  and 
Sections  to  be  enforced  from  January  1st  to  December  31st  of 
each  year  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  petition. 

Article  81.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  to  ac¬ 
quire  by  purchase  or  qminent  domain  for  school  purposes  the 
following  described  parcel  of  land:  Northerly  by  land  now  or 
formerly  of  Chandler  M.  Symmes,  et  ux,  one  hundred  forty- 
five  (145)  feet  more  or  less;  Easterly  by  land  now  or  formerly 
of  Ruth  C.  Keith,  one  hundred  eighty  feet  (180)  more  or  less; 
Southerly  by  land  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  One  hundred  sixty 
(160)  feet  more  or  less;  Westerly  by  other  land  of  the  Town 
of  Harwich  one  hundred  seventy-seven  (177)  feet  more  or 
less,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Harwich 
School  Committee. 

Article  82.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00)  to  ac¬ 
quire  by  purchase  or  eminent  domain  for  school  purposes  the 
following  described  parcel  of  land:  Beginning  at  the  south¬

Article  84.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  of  1966  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Court  wherein  the  Town  of  Harwich  is  authorized  to  receive 
and  administer  the  property  of  the  Evergreen  Cemetery  in 
said  Town  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Ceme¬ 
tery  Commissioners. 

Article  85.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  hot  mixing  and  improving  various  roads  within 
Island  Pond  Cemetery  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request 
of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners. 

Article  86.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  purchase  detailed 
plans  for  a  Sewerage  System  for  the  Town  of  Harwich,  said 
money  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  and  to  do  all  things  pertaining  thereto  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.  By  request  of  the  Sewerage  Study  Committee. 

Article  87.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  purchase  or  take  by 
eminent  domain  the  land  known  as  Hall’s  River  Bogs  bound¬ 
ed  and  described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  cen¬ 
ter  line  of  Herring  River  on  the  north  location  line  of  Great 
Western  Road  as  laid  out  by  the  County  Commissioners  in 
1955;  thence  southwesterly  by  said  Great  Western  Road  about 
270'  ±  to  a  point;  thence  northeasterly  about  250'  zb  to  the 
intersection  of  two  old  roads;  thence  northeasterly  by  one 
of  the  above-mentioned  old  roads  about  280'  zb  to  an  angle;

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  four  thousand  one  hundred  ($4,100.00) 
dollars  for  the  Harwich  Conservation  Commission  and  to  act 
fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Article  89.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  Herring  Run  in  the  West  Harwich  Conservation  Area  and 
to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Conservation  Cohi- 
mission. 

Article  90.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Harwich  Protective  By-Law  by  adding  the  following  Use 
Regulation  to  the  Herring  Brook  Conservation  Area  by  adding 
new  paragraph  A  to  Section  2,  paragraph  4. 
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In  the  Herring  Brook  Conservation  Area,  no  sewerage 
waste  disposal  system,  or  discharge  of  pollutants  shall  be  lo¬ 
cated  or  discharged  closer  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  the 
stream  or  adjacent  swamp  or  lands  subjected  to  periodic  or 
seasonal  flooding  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Conservation  Commission. 

Article  91.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  Capital 
Improvements  at  Saquatucket  Harbor  and  at  other  marine 
oriented  facilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Town  to  in¬ 
clude,  but  not  limited  to,  the  improvements  of  the  so-called 
Service  area  to  provide  recreational,  picnic  and  other  facili¬ 
ties  in  conjunction  with  such  funds  or  structures  as  may  be 
provided  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Natural  Resources  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  re¬ 
quest  of  the  Waterways  Committee. 

Article  92.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars  to 
purchase  and  equip  a  suitable  boat  for  the  use  of  the  Har¬ 
bormaster  and  others  designated  by  him  for  patrol,  safety, 
rescue,  salvage,  towing  and  such  other  uses  as  may  be  appro¬ 
priate  for  the  safety,  supervision  and  inspection  of  all  facili¬ 
ties  and  waterways  earning  under  his  jurisdiction  and  to  act 
fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Waterways  Committee. 

Article  93.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  be 
added  to  the  dredging  reserve  fund  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
By  request  of  the  Waterways  Committee. 

Article  94.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000.00)  to 
construct  and  fully  equip  a  comfort  station  at  the  Town 
Landing  at  Herring  River  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

The  taxpayers  and  parents  of  the  Town  may  rest  assured, 
however,  that  while  the  schools  are  being  operated  and  main¬ 
tained  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner,  constant  study  and  re¬ 
vision  is  also  taking  place  with  an  aim  to  improving  and  up¬ 
dating  curriculum  and  methods  of  teaching.  One  area  which 
is  under  study  at  the  present  time  with  plans  for  implemen¬ 
tation  in  the  near  future  is  a  comprehensive  health  program 
for  all  grades.  This  program  would  include  instruction  having 
to  do  with  the  effects  of  drugs,  alcohol  and  tobacco  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  other  health  information.  A  most  gratifying  addition 
to  our  program  in  1970  has  been  our  participation  in  the 
Nauset  Clinical  Teaching  Center.  This  program,  while  ex¬ 
pensive  in  its  cost  per  student,  is  of  great  value  to  the  in¬ 
dividual  pupil  who  is  perceptually  handicapped  or  emotion¬ 
ally  disturbed.  This  item  accounts  for  a  substantial  increase 
in  our  1971  budget  over  that  of  1970  since  it  represents  a  com¬ 
pletely  new  expenditure  which  has  not  appeared  in  other 
years.  The  cost  of  sending  pupils  to  the  Clinic  for  the  latter 
part  of  1970  was  raised  by  a  special  appropriation  at  a  Town 
Meeting  held  in  July. 

The  Intermediate  School  has  weathered  two  crises  in 
1970.  The  first  occurred  in  June  when  lightning  struck  the 
power  line  which  runs  underground  from  the  school  to  Sisson 
Road.  Fortunately  this  happened  on  a  Saturday  and  arrange¬ 
ments  for  an  alternate  power  supply  were  made  so  that  the 
students  were  able  to  attend  school  for  the  final  week  of  the 
school  year.  Repairs  were  made  during  the  summer  months. 

More  recently,  in  December,  fire  broke  out  in  a  closet  of 
the  old  Home  Economics  room  of  the  Intermediate  School. 
Alerted  by  Mrs.  Gavigan,  Head-start  instructor  in  the  build¬ 
ing,  the  teachers  were  able  to  evacuate  the  building  in  less 
than  two  minutes,  a  feat  which  was  lauded  by  Fire  Chief 
Charles  Hall  who  was  first  on  the  scene  and  found  everyone 
outside  at  that  time.  Your  School  Committee  is  grateful  that 
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a  crisis  of  this  sort,  the  kind  regularly  prepared  for  but  rare¬ 
ly  experienced,  was  handled  so  competently  by  all  concerned 
and  no  one  was  injured.  The  building  is  being  repaired  and 
your  School  Committee  has  instructed  the  Superintendent  to 
bring  in  prices  on  the  installation  of  a  fire  detection  system 
in  that  building. 

A  sub-committee  of  the  School  Committee  has  been 
meeting  with  a  sub-committee  from  the  Harwich  Teachers 
Association  since  November  in  order  to  negotiate  a  salary 
schedule  and  a  new  contract.  While  no  final  agreement  has 
been  reached  as  of  this  writing  both  committees  feel  that 
progress  is  being  made  and  hope  to  reach  a  successful  con¬ 
clusion  soon. 

Your  School  Committee  is  also  hopeful  that  with  the 
easing  of  the  teacher  shortage  more  and  more  candidates  will 
apply  for  openings  in  the  future  creating  thereby  increased 
competition  for  the  positions  available.  Our  efforts  to  keep 
Harwich  within  range  of  the  other  towns  in  the  area  with 
respect  to  salary  scales  while  at  the  same  time  striving  to 
keep  our  budget  within  manageable  limits  for  the  taxpayer 
provide  the  major  challenge  in  our  work  of  representing  you, 
the  parent  and  the  taxpayer.  In  attempting  to  present  a 
better  quality  of  educational  experience  for  the  students  of 
Harwich  we  feel  we  are  serving  the  parents  of  the  town.  And, 
in  attempting  to  keep  the  costs  at  a  reasonable  level  we  feel 
we  are  serving  the  taxpayer,  who  in  many  instancs  is  also  a 
parent.  Your  School  Committee  hopes  that  it  is  attaining 
some  measure  of  success  in  both  areas.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1970 

The  year  just  closing  saw  many  events  of  note  in  the 
Harwich  Schools.  This  report  includes  statements  from  other 
staff  members  —  appended  is  information  considered  im¬ 
portant  for  future  reference. 

Five  years  ago  the  entire  staff  under  the  direction  of 
Messrs.  Letts  (chairman)  and  Nesmith  (co-chairman)  cre¬ 
ated  a  detailed  curriculum  for  all  grades.  This  task  requiring 
months  of  intensive  work  was  completed,  approved  and 
adopted  by  the  School  Committee  and  put  into  use  in  Sep¬ 
tember  1965.  Subsequent  changes  in  educational  philosophy, 
State  Laws  and  State  Board  of  Education  mandates  almost 
immediately  brought  about  a  need  for  revision.  Elementary 
teachers  and  Principal  Nesmith  have  revised  the  program  in 
science.  At  the  present  time  they  are  at  work  on  the  fields  of 
social  studies  and  reading. 

A  Committee  composed  of  teachers  from  all  grades,  with 
Guidance  Director  Frederick  Dunford  as  Chairman,  is  pre¬ 
paring  an  all-grade  course  of  study  which  is  devoted  to  the 
teaching  of  the  harmful  effects  of  using  tobacco,  drugs  and 
alcohol.  It  is  expected  that  this  will  be  in  effect  during  this 
school  year. 

At  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  the  traditional  full- 
year  English  courses  have  been  replaced  by  eighteen  half- 
year  units.  It  is  expected  that  pupils  will  elect  two  and  often 
three  of  these  per  year.  Principal  Noyes  states,  “advantages 
are  more  pupil  freedom  of  choice  and  more  concentration  of 
course  material”. 

The  household  arts  curriculum  has  been  enriched  by 
three  additional  half-year  courses. 

According  to  a  directive  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
dated  September  19,  1967  physical  education  instruction  is  to 
be  established  as  follows: 

1.  For  grades  one  through  six,  ninety  minutes 
per  week. 

2.  For  grades  seven  through  twelve  120  minutes 
per  week. 

This  increases  the  present  practice  by  fifty  per  cent.  In 
preparing  to  meet  these  standards  the  School  Committee  has 
engaged  one  teacher  who  will  give  increased  instruction  to 
some  eighth  and  ninth  grade  pupils.  When  this  change  is

made  fully  effective  it  will  require  at  least  two  additional 
teachers  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $20,000  per  year.  Legisla¬ 
tive  Acts  and  State  Department  Mandates  almost  always  re¬ 
sult  in  increased  school  budgets. 

In  the  rapidly  growing  art  department  prizes  and  honors 
have  become  commonplace  matters.  Forty-four  pupils  placed 
in  the  Boston  Scholastic  Art  Award  Show  with  sixty-six 
pieces  of  work.  One  of  the  pieces  was  a  Hallmark  nominee 
done  by  William  Ritchie.  Paula  McKenney  was  a  Scholarship 
nominee  and  eight  blue  ribbons  (the  top  prizes)  were  re¬ 
ceived.  From  all  this  we  had  one  National  Winner,  Gilbert 
Rose,  whose  alabaster  sculpture  won  the  top  prize  in  New 
York.  In  addition  Stephen  Ford’s  block  print  was  selected  for 
the  cover  of  the  Annual  Calendar  of  the  Mass.  Art  Associa¬ 
tion.  Finally,  once  again  the  department  received  a  National 
citation  for  excellence. 

At  the  elementary  schools  an  active  art  program  has 
been  conducted.  Pupils  have  participated  in  community 
events  on  several  occasions  —  a  major  event  was  the  Annual 
Evening  of  Music  and  Art.  Held  in  May  it  combined  perform¬ 
ances  of  the  Little  Fiddlers  with  the  sixth  grade  chorus  and 
an  exhibition  of  the  elementary  schools’  art  work. 

The  Music  department  has  been  expanded  by  adding  a 
teacher  who  aids  Mr.  Piccolo  with  vocal  music  at  the  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  and  in  the  instrumental  work.  Groups 
have  participated  in  concerts,  festivals  and  exchange  pro¬ 
grams.  Mrs.  McKenney’s  elementary  pupils  have  performed 
publicly  on  several  occasions.  The  School  Committee  entered 
into  a  contract  for  the  school  year  with  the  Little  Fiddlers 
Corporation  (Sylvia  Edmunds,  President)  to  furnish  violin 
instruction  to  all  pupils  from  kindergarten  through  grade 
three.  Participation  is  voluntary  in  grades  two  and  three. 

This  year  special  instruction  for  emotionally  disturbed 
children  became  mandatory.  The  Nauset  Regional  School  Dis¬ 
trict  Committee  set  up  a  Clinic  at  the  Job  Corps  Site  in  South 
Wellfleet  for  emotionally  disturbed  and  perceptually  handi¬ 
capped  children.  Twelve  Harwich  children  are  in  attendance 
as  day  pupils.  Tuition  estimated  for  1971  at  $1900  is  one-half 
reimbursable.  The  Chatham-Harwich  School  Adjustment 
Counsellor,  John  Filler,  is  on  leave  of  absence  for  one  year 
only,  to  serve  as  organizer  and  Director  of  the  Clinic.  During 
his  absence  Glenn  Bryant,  Guidance  Counsellor  and  English 
teacher,  is  substituting  in  this  position. 
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The  Clinic  is  a  step  forward  in  Lower  Cape  Cod  educa¬ 
tion.  Far  too  little  has  been  done  in  the  past  for  these  chil¬ 
dren. 

Health  work  in  our  schools  has  many  facets.  The  dental 
clinic  has  been  continued  by  Dr.  Anderson  Briggs  (grades 
4-12)  and  Dr.  Carl  Clapp  (grades  K-3)  with  the  help  of  School 
Nurse,  Mrs.  Louella  Ray.  Eleven  hundred  fifteen  pupil  exam¬ 
inations  were  made ;  of  these  454  needed  no  treatment,  a  total 
of  1490  operations  were  performed  and  of  those  treated  105 
patients  were  completed. 

All  pupils  in  grade  seven  were  given  physical  examina¬ 
tions  by  Dr.  Doherty,  and  Dr.  D’Elia  examined  those  in  grade 
four.  Mrs.  Ray  assisted  in  all  cases. 

All  candidates  for  athletic  teams  (171)  were  carefully 
checked  by  Dr.  Doherty.  Those  going  out  for  spring  sports 
will  be  examined  before  the  beginning  of  practice.  Dr.  Doher¬ 
ty  says,  “this  year  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  use  of 
safety  glasses,  mouth  guards,  and  early  reporting  and  exam¬ 
ination  of  a  possible  athletic  injury”. 

The  introduction  of  intramural  soccer  in  grades  seven 
and  eight  under  the  tutelage  of  Glenn  Rose  proved  to  be  a 
very  popular  move.  We  need  to  build  up  our  sports  and  extra¬ 
activity  program  for  both  boys  and  girls  in  the  Junior  High 
School. 

This  fall  intramural  sports  have  been  introduced  at  the 
Intermediate  School  by  Thomas  Cummings.  It  is  planned  to 
continue  the  program  through  the  winter  and  spring. 

The  athletic  program  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School 
was  vigorously  and  successfully  pursued.  The  boys’  basket¬ 
ball  team  emerged  from  the  season  as  champions  of  the  Cape 
and  Islands  League.  Other  teams  acquitted  themselves  cred- 
ably.  These  activities  are  valuable  in  many  ways.  They  pro¬ 
mote  good  health  and  develop  respect  of  self  and  others. 
Through  competition  youth  learns  to  “take  the  buimps  and 
knocks”  sure  to  be  received  in  later  life.  The  high  type  qual¬ 
ity  of  persons  in  charge  of  our  sports  teams  guarantees  that 
character  will  be  taught  on  Harwich’s  playing  fields.  We  are 
indeed  most  fortunate  in  our  coaches.  School  sports  lead  to 
good  spirit  in  and  out  of  school  on  the  part  of  all  pupils, 
those  who  do  and  do  not  participate,  and  lead  to  good  rela¬ 
tions  between  the  schools  and  citizens  of  the  community. 
Finally,  many  times  pupils  do  well  in  sports  but  not  in  the 
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classroom.  It  is  most  important  for  every  individual  to  excel 
in  some  manner. 

Elsewhere  in  the  Health  Program  a  German  Measles  pro¬ 
gram  was  planned  and  executed  for  grades  kindergarten 
through  three  (229  pupils).  Dr.  D’Elia  performed  the  services 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Scanned  and  Mrs.  Katherine  Kelly  assisted 
Mrs.  Ray. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Caplice  completed  the  audio-visual  screen¬ 
ing  tests  and  made  the  necessary  recordings,  referrals  and 
follow-up  procedures  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Ray. 

We  have  participated  in  several  Federal  programs  and  it 
becomes  more  difficult  each  year.  The  Federal  and  State 
guidelines  become  more  involved  —  the  requirements  more 
rigid  and  controls  more  stringent.  The  authority  over  these 
programs  is  being  gradually  transferred  from  the  School 
Committee  to  others  —  National,  State  and  Local.  Federal 
Aid  and  State  Aid  from  time  immemorial  has  meant  Federal 
and  State  control.  This  appears  to  be  more  and  more  true  as 
time  goes  on. 

During  the  summer  an  elementary  (grades  1-6)  vacation 
school  was  again  conducted.  The  work  was  remedial,  in  read¬ 
ing  and  mathematics.  Six  teachers,  including  Director,  David 
Brownville  were  employed  for  the  six  weeks  period.  A  total  of 
seventy  pupils,  public,  parochial  and  non-resident  taxpayers’ 
children  were  in  attendance. 

Director  of  Guidance,  Frederick  Dunford  reports  that  of 
the  graduating  class  of  64  pupils,  fifty-eight  per  cent  con¬ 
tinued  their  education,  one-third  went  to  work  and  the  re¬ 
maining  eight  per  cent  either  went  into  the  {military  service 
or  were  married. 

The  work  in  clinical  speech  correction  has  been  contin¬ 
ued  again  this  year.  The  services  of  a  Therapist,  Miss  Donna 
Jacobs  of  Ithaca  College,  are  shared  equally  by  Chatham  and 
Harwich.  At  the  present  time  she  works  with  twenty-five  pu¬ 
pils  and  is  teaching  lip  reading  to  one  child. 

In  *the  fall  Mrs.  Ruth  Moody  again  organized  the  Adult 
Evening  School  and  is  now  directing  its  acivities.  The  excel¬ 
lent  enrollment  reflects  community  interest.  There  are  eleven 
vocational  classes  and  five  so-called  “liberal  arts”  groups.  On 
days  regular  schools  are  in  session  classes  are  conducted 
Monday  through  Thursday  evenings.  The  work  is  enjoyed  by 
some  adults  as  recreation,  others  receive  useful  vocational 
training  as  well  as  enjoyment. 
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At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  last  July  is  was  voted 
to  cooperate  with  ten  other  Lower  Cape  Towns  in  forming  a 
Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High  School  District.  This  will 
be  a  forward  step  in  providing  proper  training  for  an  im¬ 
portant  segment  of  our  secondary  school  population  and  in 
providing  services  for  area  industry. 

Last  June  through  retirement  we  lost  four  teachers  who 
had  given  many  years  of  service  to  Harwich  children.  They 
were  Mrs.  Cora  Chase,  Mrs.  Helen  Vial,  Mrs.  Helen  Perisho 
and  Mrs.  Gertrude  Murphy.  They  are  deeply  missed  and  will 
long  be  remembered. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Ford,  teacher  of  High  School  English  and 
later  Jr.-Sr.  High  School  Librarian  resigned  after  fourteen 
years  of  service  to  take  another  position.  In  view  of  these  and 
other  vacancies  we  have  an  unusually  large  number  of  new 
teachers.  This  year  fortunately  more  qualified  teachers  were 
available  in  all  fields.  Looking  forward  to  next  September  it 
should  be  noted  that  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  provide  in  the  budget  for  one  or  more 
additional  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools.  In  September 
there  was  an  increase  of  only  seven  pupils  in  the  whole  school 
system.  Noteworthy  is  the  fact  that  there  was  a  decrease  of 
forty-nine  in  the  elementary  schools  and  an  increase  of 
fifty-six  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School.  The  declining 
birth  rate  has  already  affected  the  enrollment  at  the  elemen¬ 
tary  level  and  the  large  classes  are  reaching  the  Junior  High 
School.  All  rooms  at  the  two  elementary  schools  are  in  use. 
At  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  there  are  582  pupils.  It  is 
fortunate  that  the  planning  for  this  school  provided  for  much 
pupil  growth. 

After  much  study  and  most  careful  consideration  the 
Committee  voted  to  make  important  changes  in  the  entrance 
regulations  to  the  kindergarten.  The  following  rules  were  ap¬ 
plied  for  admission  in  September  1970: 

1.  All  children  who  reach  the  age  of  5  on  or  before  Sep¬ 
tember  1  are  eligible  for  enrollment  in  kindergarten. 

2.  Children  who  have  birthdates  between  September  2 
and  January  1  will  be  tested  at  the  parent’s  request. 
Decision  concerning  enrollment  will  be  made  by  the 
parents  with  the  advice  of  the  testing  team. 

3.  Children  who  have  birthdates  between  January  2  and 
September  1,  of  the  next  year,  may  be  tested  at  the 
parent’s  request.  Decision  concerning  enrollment  will 
be  made  by  school  officials. 
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Pre-school  testing  will  be  conducted  in  June.  This  exam¬ 
ination  will  assess  the  child’s  development  of  basic  learning 
abilities.  Information  and  test  request  forms  may  be  obtained 
at  the  Elementary  School  Office. 

Near  the  end  of  the  school  year  all  kindergarten  pupils 
were  tested  by  the  School  Adjustment  Counsellor.  Those  pu¬ 
pils  not  ready  for  grade  one  and  too  mature  to  repeat  kin¬ 
dergarten  were  assigned  to  a  transitional  class. 

During  the  past  five  years  changes  in  the  non-teaching 
staff  have  been  at  a  minimum.  Clerical,  custodial  and  cafe¬ 
teria  workers’  services  have  been  extremely  stable.  During 
the  past  two  years  there  has  been  only  one  change  in  these 
three  categories  and  that  was  due  to  a  retirement.  Some 
times  these  are  the  forgotten  people  in  a  school  system.  Need¬ 
less  to  say  their  efforts  are  important.  We  have  been  fortu¬ 
nate  in  the  quality  and  stability  of  these  services. 

During  the  year  progress  has  been  made  in  maintaining 
and  improving  the  school  plant.  The  installation  of  fluores¬ 
cent  lighting  fixtures  has  been  completed  in  the  original  part 
of  the  elementary  school.  A  new  sewage  system  was  also  in¬ 
stalled  for  this  building.  At  the  Intermediate  School  a  two- 
coat  painting  job  was  done.  At  that  school  the  underground 
power  line  to  the  building,  destroyed  by  lightning  last  June, 
was  replaced.  At  the  Junior-Senior  High  School,  Richard 
Brown  and  his  industrial  arts  classes  have  constructed  an  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  custodial  storage  building.  It  is  a  professionally 
done  job,  one  that  reflects  great  credit  on  teacher  and  pupils. 
It  represents  a  substantial  saving  of  at  least  one-half  to  the 
Town.  All  other  necessary  repairs  to  plant  have  been  done, 
and  replacements  to  equipment  have  been  made. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  School  Committee  and  school  employees  and  to  all  those 
in  the  community  who  have  supported  the  schools  during  the 
year.  Citizens  and  taxpayers  have  been  generous,  parents  un¬ 
derstanding  and  cooperative,  town  officials  and  personnel 
unfailingly  helpful  in  our  service  to  the  children  of  Harwich.
